Lonpon, Dec. 9.—Seven Parliamentary 
Beats remain to be declared. The Liberals count 
upon obtaiming three of these seats, which 
would raise their total to 334, against 336 Con- 
Bervatives and Nationalists. A report, which is 
believed in the Liberal clubs, is current, to the 
effect that Mr. Gladstone has decided to seize 
the first chance to oust the Conservatives. He 
is said to be eager for office, proposing to con- 
tlude his public life with the production of a 
Home Rule mcasure for Ireland. 

Mr. Bradlaugn has entered into negotiations 
with the Liberal leaders. He proposes not to 
present himself at the bar of the House of Com- 
mons to take the oath of office at the opening of 
Parliament provided the Liberals will introduce 
and support a bill allowing members-clect to 
affirm instead of taking the oath. 

The number of members of the new House of 
Commons never before elected to Parliament is 
832, This has had no parallel since the first Par- 
liament under the Reform bill, in 1832 

Mr. F, A. Channing, Liberal, who has been 
elected in Northamptonshire, was born in Amer- 
ica and is a grand-nephew of the Rev. Dr. Will- 
a Ellery Channing.

THE SITUATION IN SALT LAKE. 
——————— 
THE MORMONS DENY THAT AN UPRISING IS 


CONTEMPLATED, 

Sart LAKE City, Utah, Dec. 9.—The City 
Council, composed of Mormons, has been inves- 
tigating for three days the rumors of an upris- 
ing of Mormons and bodies of armed men enter- 
ing the city. After thoroughly inquiring into 
the facts they adopted resolutions last night, 
stating that “‘the reports and rumors that a 
condition of affairs other than of the most 
peaceful character prevails here are false: 
that at no time heretofore have tho lives 
and property of non-Mormons been more 
secure than at present; that reports to the 
contrary are accredited to Federa! officials 
of this Territory, circulated for purposes 
best known to themselves, and that such re- 
ports, whether circulated by them or others, 
have defamed the city and injured its people.” 
The 7ribune says of the report of the Council: 
The best answer ‘sa brief statement of the 
facts. Asthe Edmunds law has been executed 
therage and hate of the Mormon people have 
increased. Thefury has been daily intensified 
by the Mormon press, which has pictured the 
Federal officers as the scum of the earth, 
and the execution of the law as persecution. 
The affair of July 4, the oven threats of the Mor- 
mon press and of the preachers, the assaults on 
the houses of Federal officers, and the beating of 
the Deputy Marsha! were but steps leading to 
one certain point. The attempted assassination 
of Marshal Collins brought affairs to a climax 
and violence was so imminently threatened that 
many believed it would come. The Deseret News 
cried out, asking how much longer it would 
be before the people would be roused 
to fury. Two days later the Herald 
declared that the public mind was 
wrought up to a pitch that would 
be dangerous in any other community. It then 
proceed to describe Deputy Marshal Collins as a 
murderer and, as fur as possible, to further in- 
tlame the populace. Outside the Mormon press 
was quite as violent. In such an_emer- 
gency Gov. Murrop, backed by a great many 
citizens, stated to the President the facts, 
and aiso that the Federal officials and non-Mor- 
mons were utterly without protection in the 
face of an armed host, and asked tbat orders be 
given to Gen. McCook to insure tranquility. 
What was done was mere prudence. An order 
for the stationing of a company of soldiers in 
this city should have been made long ago. For 
the City Council. at the command of the Mor- 
mon Church, to order an investigation and make 
a bogus report does not count. Somebody 
gravely indorsed the lowering of the flag be- 
cause lawbreakers had been sent to prison. They 
have merely vindicated street rumors which 
have never been a controlling force.”

RAILROAD MEN ACCUSED OF OBSTRUCTING 
A STREET. 

Exmrrma, N. Y., Dec. 9.—No little excite- 

ment was created this afternoon by rumors on 

the streets of serious trouble between the police 








and employes of the Connecting Railway 
Company at the Benjamin-street crossing 
in the northern part of the city. 


This railway franchise covers a distance of less 
than a quarter of a mile, and commences and 
ends at no point connecting witha railroad. In 
fact it never amounted to more than about 20 feet 


of trestie work, about six feet high. It was an 
obstruction in Benjamin-street, to the Delaware, 
Lackawanna and Western Ruilway passenger 
station, the trestie being but a few rods distant 
and south of that building. Efforts were fre- 
quently made in the Common Council to have the 
obstruction removed, but without success, 
until recently, when city officials made a move 
to grade to the trestle. The company then re- 
moved the trestle and erected an inclined ap- 
proach to coal pockets which were to be built 
across the street, 

This morning a large force of railway !abor- 
ers went to Dickisson-street, one block west of 
Benjamin-street, and, notwithstandine that 
the company’s charter gives the right only 


of crossing this point at 14 feet above 
grade, the men set to work laying 
the track at grade. and a_ coilision 


with the Mayor, the Chief of Police, and a squad 
of officers resultea. The laborers with their 
bosses finally vacated the premises, but are ex- 
pected to return soon, when very lively times 
areexpected.

MAIL MATTER DESTROYED. 

New-Brunswick, N. J., Dec. 9.—The fast 
mail, arriving at this city at 5:30 A. M., flies 
through the city at the rate of 50 miles an hour. 
Tbe mail is always thrown from the train, and 
hitherto has safely landed on the station plat- 
torm. This morning, bowever, the bag struck the 
ground and immediately bounded back under 
the train, where, with its contents, it was 
ground into fragments, The train sped onto 
Trenton, and station officials began to search 
for the contents of the bag. Envelopes, money, 
bits of leather and bank checks were found 
at a distance of two miles from the pluce 
where the bag was thrown off, the track being 
literally strewn with fragments of paper. Post- 
roaster Carson immediately informed Post Office 
officials and started for Jersey City to inform 
the railroad officials. In consequence of this 
accident the citizens of New-SGrunswick did not 
receive the customary heavy mail from New- 
York this morning.

A THRILLING ADVENTURE 


THREE MEN IMPRISONED IN THE 
ICE ON LAKE ST, CLAIR. 

TWO OF THEM RESCUED AFTER A NIGHT AND 
TWO DAYS OF SUFFERING, BUT THE 
THIRD LOST IN THE LAKE. 

Derroit, Mich., Dec. 9.—Three fisher- 
men, living at Grosse Point, 14 miles above this 
city, on Lake St. Clair, had a thrilling experience 
yesterday and the night before. Their names 
are Jobn Vernier, Charlies Reno, and Victor 
Bousseau. They Jeft their homes on Monday 
afternoon ina fishing boat, going out into Lake 
St. Clair to take up their pround nets for the 
Winter. They were caught by the cold ‘snap of 
Mongay night and frozenin. The ice was too 
heavy tor them to row through and not 
strong enough for them to walk on. As 
a result they were compelled to stay out 
all nigbt in the piercing cold, with nothing to 
eat or drink, and with no covering or other 
means of keeping warm. When day broke yes- 
terday two of them could be seenin the boat 
standing up and breaking the ice with their 
oars, and at times stopping to warm themselves 
by slapping their hands on their shoulders. One 
of the men occasionally ventured out on the ice 
with the painter of the boat in his hand, totry 
and drag her along. At last he was seen to 
break through the ice and pull himself back by 
the rope. The third man could be observed, by 


the aid of glasses from the steeple of an old 
French church, lying in the bottom of the boat, 
apparently he) pless. 

A blinding snow storm set in at this time and 
a tierce wind sprang up, piling the ice in high 
banks along the shore, and the situation became 
every moment more critical, A desperate effort 
to rescue the imperiled men was resolved upon, 
their distracted relatives making frantic ap- 
peals to the assembled crowd of people to do 
this. A large fish boat was_ secured, fully 
equipped with pike poles, life lines, and grap- 
pling hooks, and a stock of provisions. Shortly 
after 8 o’clock the boat was pushed out into the 
grinding ice, manned by six men. The crowd 





on shore watchea the rescuers until a veil 
of snow intervened. The men in the 
boat were last seen working with a will 


and urging their craft slowly but surely in the 
direction of the sufferers. here was a long and 
perilous trip before them. They were obliged to 
zo at least a mile anda haif out into the lake 
before being anywhere near the imperiled men. 
Then a groping search through the snowstorm 
was probable. Finally there was to be the strug- 
gle back toshore. Asthe day wore along the 
anxious friends on shore began to realize the 
peril to which the rescuing party had exposed 
themselves. It began to be feared that nine 
men instead of three would be lost in the blind- 
ing storm, and it was determined to secure a tug 
at Detroit and send her in search of the two 
parties. 

During the day two parties came to this city 
to secure help. Late in the afternoon a ferry- 
boat left her route in the river and steamed up 
into Lake St. Clair in the direction where the 
nien were supposed to be, In the meantime 
efforts did not slacken in the immediate vicinity. 
In the afternoon the storm abated, so that both 
of the parties in the ice could be seen from 
shore. About 200 excited people lined the 
banks and watched each foot of headway 
which the rescue party made. The boat 
moved very slowly, however, and it 
became apparent that the relief would 
be too late. Then Richard Moran and his two 
sons determined to adopt a new course. Instead 
of taking a large and cumbersome fishboat they 
ricged several! light duck skiffs with rollers un- 
derneath. These could be rapidiy propelled 
through the water and rolled over the ice. The 
trio started out, and were soon abreast of the 
first rescue party. The latter had abandoned 
their efforts and turned back for the shore. The 
Morans reached the sufferers about 4 o'clock, 
nnd the crowds along the bank were crazy with 
joy and excitement at the successful result. 

Then the homeward trip was commenced. It 
was observed on shore that but five figures 
worked with the pike poles. At 5 o’clock ashout 
went up as the frail skiffs pushed over the shore 
ice and the three brave rescuers and two sur- 
vivors stepped ashore. The joy coon turned to 
sorrow, a3 it was jexrned that young Charlie 
Reno was at the bottom of the lake. The two 
survivors were more dead than alive, but in dis- 
connected words they told how young Reno had 
heroically struggied to save them all, and finally 
died in the attempt. The party had despaired of 
getting assistance from land. Their only safety 
seemed to be to walk over the flouting ice. 
Whether it would sustain them was a doubtful 
question, but Reno finally determined to solve 
it. Hestepped out ona broad cake, and was 
scon flying landward over cruncwing ice and in- 
tervening stretches of water. Suddenly he dis- 
appeared. The water closed over him, and then 
the ice. The sufferers were horrified to see their 
companion die before their eyes without any 
possible effort on their part to save him. They 
suffered intensely trom hunger. Their gturdy 
frames withstood the cold, but broks down 
from want of food. 

There is little chance of securing Reno’s body 
before next Spring. he deceased was a well 
known young French resident of the Point, 
anda descendant of one of the early settlers. 
He was about 28 years old and unmarried,

KANSAS CITY IN DARKNESS. 


EXPLOSION AT THE GAS WORKS OAUSES 
GREAT INCONVENIENCE, 


Kansas City, Dec. 9.—An explosion oc- 
curred at the gas works, situated near the 
Grand-avenue station, this morning, totally 
wrecking the building. There were 14 or 15 em- 
ployes in and about the building at the time of 
the accident, but they have all been accounted 
for. The engineer was seriously injured. The 
town was leftin total darkness. Tbe demands 
for lamps to-day exhausted the stocks of 
the dealers in the city and new supplies 
were ordered by telegraph. Except where 
the electric light is.used, the only resort is the 
coal oil lamp or tallow dip, and the city streets 
this evening present an appearance as strange 
as itis gloomy. Orders for electric light poured 
in from merchants and others much faster than 
they could be filled. Thetheatres and hotels have 
made provisional arrangements for illumina- 
tion, and there will be no more serious results 
than the inconvenience for the time fram the 
cessation of the gas supply. Unusual police 
precautions will be taken for the protection of 
life and property on the darkened streets and 
about the houses until the débris is cleared. At 
the scene of the explosion the extent of the 
damage cannot be definitely ascertained. The 
gas company had trouble with some 20 striking 
employes several weeks ago, and it is said that 
threats have since been made against their prop- 
erty. 
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THE VALUE OF A BOY'S HEAD. 

MONTREAL, Dec. 9.—In the early part of 
last Winter a boy named O’Byrne died at the 
General Hospital from cancer of the mouth, and 
when his mother came to receive his body to 
give it burial it was already inclosed in a coffin. 
She insisted upon seeing the body, whereupon 
the coffin was taken to another room for a while 


and brougbt back open. The body appeared to 
be intact. The coffin was placed in the vaults of 
the Mount Royal Cemetery Company until the 
Spring, before which time it would be impossi- 
ble to dig a grave. Before interring the body, 
however, the mother bad the coflin opened, and 
it was found that the head was missing. It was 
a very fine pathological specimen, and the man- 
ner of its disappearance was easy to conjecture. 
Aftersome attemptto discover the thief Mrs. 
O'Byrne entered a suit for damages, and rather 
than suifer the scandal which a trial of the suit 
must have occasioned the company have now 
settled the case by the payment of $400 and costs. 


THE LIQUOR DEALERS CONVENTION. 

READING, Penn., Dec. 9.—The State 
Liquor League, after outlining its policy of high 
license yesterday, consumed its morning session 
to-day fixing the levy per capita of 50 cents per 
head to pay the expenses of the convention. 
The next important thing was to appoint an Ex- 
ecutive Committee of one member from each 
branch league represented, who shall carry out 
the purposes of the convention. Pittsburg was 
the place fixed for the assembling of the next 
convention, the date named being the second 
Tuesday of July, 1888. A banquet was tendered 
the visitors by the Keading loagne this evening, 
The convention adjourned at 5 P. M. 


PANIC IN A CHURCH, 

MontTREAL, Dec. 9.—During the service 
of the immaculate conception at the Church of 
Notre Dame de Lourdes last night the drapery 
of the altar caught fire and in an instant was en- 
veloped in flames. The congregation made a 
wild rush to the doors, whiie one of the priests 
pluckily tore down the burning drapery and 
trampled it under foottill the flames were ex- 
tinguished. The congregation was then quieted 
down and induced toreturn. Fortunately no 
one was inlured.

THE DEADLY NATURAL GAS. 





TWO MORE EXPLOSIONS, BUT FORTUNATELY 
NEITHER DESTRUCTIVE OF LIFE. 

PirrsBuRG, Dec. 9.—A peculiar and dis- 
astrous gas explosion occurred in Canonsburg, 
within a few miles of this city, early this morn- 
ing. <A large frame residence was blown to 
pieces, and the occupants of the house—a man, 
his wife, and two children—were hurled from 
their beds into the lot surrounding the house, 
alighting some 30 feet away. The building, 
which was owned and occupied by Wesley 
Greer, a fancy-stock dealer, was situated on the 
main street of the little town, a short distance 
in the rear of the old Canonsburg College and 
practically on the outskirts of the town. It 
was a large, handsome building. The roof was 
lifted from tbe house with such terrific force 
as to be carried some distance away, and the 
sides of the building, bulged out by the explo- 
sion, fell. A hundred pounds of dynamite ex- 
ploded in the cellar would not have made a 
more perfect wreck. The fragments of the 
structure took fire at once, and in less than au 
hour the whole was in ashes. ~ 

The occupants of the building, Mr. Greer, his 
wife, and two children—a babe 10 months old 
and a boy 4 years old—were all in bed sleeping 
soundly when the explosion took place. They 
were carried with the flying débris, bed and all, 
out into a two-acre lot which surrounded the 
building. None of them are fatallyinjured. Mr. 
Greer’s hair and mustache were singed and his 
back badly injured. Mrs. Greer was burned 
about the head and bands, and her hair partly 
burned wff. The baby miraculously escaped 
without injury. It was securely wrapped up in 
bed, and the clothing, it is supposed, saved its 
life. The 4-year-old boy; was less fortunate, 
and is pretty badly burned about the body. It 
is thought, however, that he will recover. The 
report of the explosion, which could be heard 
a mile away, aroused the citizens of Canons- 
burg, and the hght from the burning building 
brought quick relicf to Mr. Greerand his family. 
They were almost prostrated by the shock. Dr. 
J. B. Donaldson, Mr. Greer’s brother-in-law and 
nearest neighbor, was among the first to re- 
spond. The injured persons were gathered up 
in their night clothes and assisted to Dr. Don- 
aldson’s home. 

The dwelling and its contents are a total Joss. 
It was cone of the finest suburban residences of 
Canonsburg, and was well furnished. The cause 
of the explosion iseven more strange than the 
fact that no lives were lost. The dwelling oc- 
cupied an elevated position in the centre of a 
two-acre plot of ground. Natural gas was not 
used in the bouse, but a local gas pipe line skirts 
the lower portion of Mr. Greer’s grounds, some 
40 or 50 yards fromthe house. The theory ad- 
vanced is that there was a leak in the gas main, 
and that the gas tound its way tothe building 
through some old drain leading from the house, 
ln this way the dangerous gas had accumulated 
in the cellar, and from there filled every apart- 
mentinthe building before the explosion took 
place. Wesley Greer is well known in this 
county. He was formerly a member of the 
Pittsburg Bar, but has vot practiced here for 
Over three vears. For the past two or three 
years be has been engaged in the stock business 
in Washington Couuty. The little town of 
Canonsburg is wild with excitement over the 
affair, and almost everybody in the village is be- 
coming alarmed about the gas. 

About 10:80 o’clock this morning an explosion 
took place at the valve house of the Philadel- 
phia Gas Company at Sandy Creek, a short dis- 
tance from this city, injuring a number ef work- 
men and burning tbe building. As a result of 
the explosion all the mills inthe city using gas 
were compelled to close down. All the consum- 
ers of the new fuel were notified this afternoon 
that the supply was likely to be cut off at any 
time, and that they might prepare for it. With- 
in the past few days a large number of mills, ho- 
tels, and business houses have made arrange- 
ments to use coal again, and will in all proba- 
—, not attempt to use natural gas in the 

uture. 


TRENTON POLICE PUZZLED. 








THEY FIND A MRS, MANDELBAUM SELLING 
LACES IN THEIR CITY. 


TRENTON, N. J., Dec. 9.—A female peddler 
of fine laces, sealskin sacques, and jewelry, who 
used to visit this city at frequent intervals sell- 
ing articles at the homes of the wealthy, was 
kuown as Mrs. Mandelbaum, of New-York. It 
Was commonly believed that she was Mother 
Mandelbaum, whose business in New-York City 
Was recently broken up by the police. After 
that notorious woman’s flight to Canada the 
visits of the female peddier ailuded to ceased 
and nothing more was heard of her until yesters 
day, when she reappeared on the scene, She 
was observed entering a fine residence on 
State-street while a heavy rain was fall- 
ing, and Chief of Police McChesney, who 
was notified, telegraphed Inspector Byrnes that 
Mother Mandelbaum was in Trenton and in- 
quired if he wanted her. The Inspector an- 
swered: ‘“* Il would be pleased to effect the ar- 
rest of Mother Mandelbaum. If there is a wom- 
anin your city who looks like Mother Mandel- 
baum and she !s peddling laces, she is the wife of 
David Mandelbaum, and not wanted.”’ 

The peddier who was here to-day wore a long, 
dark circular, under which she carried a sachel 
containing laces. She haa on also a pair of eye- 
glasses, which she had not been known to wear 
before. She accounted for her absence recently 
by stating that she had been traveling in Penn- 
sylvania. The local police are puzzled. 





DEFAULTER HUBBARD ON TRIAL. 
Cuicaco, Dec. 9.—The Monmouth Na- 
tional Bank ot Monmouth, Ill., closed its doors 
on April 8, 1843, and never resumed payment, 
though its depositors have received 90 per cent. 
of their claims, and will probably be paid in full. 
Cashier B. T. Hubbard was charged with steal- 


ing $112,000 of the funds of the bank, and it was 
this loss which caused the failure. Hubbard is 
now on trial! in tne United States Court here. He 
is supposed to have speculated heavily and un- 
successfully on the Chicago Board of Trade, 
but his operations were under assumed names, 
A number of members of the board will prob- 
ably be called to prove his deals. His detense 
has not been outlined, but from some evidence 
which he gave in a trial growing out of the fail- 
ure, it is surmised that he will accuse the Di- 
rectors of making away with the bank's funds 
tothe amount of $80,000, and some interesting 
developments are expected. After the failure 
Hubbard turned over his property, worth over 
$30,000, to the bank in part settlement of his in- 
debtedness. Besides the amount taken from the 
bank he is said to have squandered more than as 
much more of trust funds belonging to various 
parties, which were left in his hands for 1nvest-

THE SERVICES FOR MR. VANDER- 
BILT TO BE VERY SIMPLE. 
SYMPATHY FOR THE FAMILY—NOTHING 
KNOWN OF THE WILL—CORONER MES- 

SEMER’S OFFICIOUSNESS, 


Pall bearers were selected yesterday for 
William H. Vanderbilt’s funeral. They are 
Samuel F. Barger, Chauncey M. Depew, J. Pier- 
pont Morgan, C. C. Clarke, ex-Judge Charles J. 
Rapallo, Judge John R. Brady, William Turn- 
bull, William L. Scott, William Bliss, D. O. Milis. 
George J. Magee, and 8. U. Cadwell. Progress 
was made in other respects in arrangements for 
the funeral. It was definitely decided that there 
would be no services at the house before going 
to the church. Preliminary services haa been 
suggested, to meet the wishes of the family, 
that all possible privacy and absence of display 
and crowd attend the last eeremonies. The 
friends whose intimacy with the family permits 
them to speak bluntly took occasion yesterday 
to point out the absurdity of expectations that 
anything like privacy could be had at the 
funeral. Then the family consulted, and replied 
that there need be no services at the house, but 
that while the body remained there no one out- 
side of the household must be permitted to see 
it unless by distinct invitation and consent of 
the family. Thus, although many of Mr. Van- 
derbilt’s friends called yesterday, only two or 
three went to the chamber in which the body 
was. 

This room is at the corner, on the second floor. 
Until yesterday morning the body lay as it had 
been placed after death, on the bed that Mr, 
Vanderbilt occupied. A temporary coffin was 
taken to the house’ in the morning and was set 
near the centre of the room. When the body 
had been transferred a heavy black cloth was 
thrown over all, reaching to the floor at the 
sides. Natural light was excluded from the room. 
The soft glow of shaded lamps brought the pall 
into sombre relief. Some one watched by the 
pall constantly. : 

The vigil was relaxed only when oneof the 
family visited the death chamber, All went in 
during tne day, the sons singly and often, the 
ladies together. There was no change in the 
face of the dead since Tuesday. The expression 
was quiet and natural. The Rev. Dr. Cooke, 
Rector of St. Bartholomew's Church, was one of 
the few to look into thisroom. J. Q. A. Ward, 
the sculptor, was also admitted. He took a cast 
of the face. Toward evening William K. and 
George Vanderbilt relieved the day watch at 
the pall. They sat by the body all night. 
Through Tuesday night the body had been at- 
tended by the sons Cornelius and Frederick. At 
the close of the first night’s watch, yesterday 
morning, the sons consulted with Mr. Freeman 
andthe undertaker. It was decidea that the 
coffin should be very piain, of cedar, with elip- 
tic ends, draped in black English broadcloth and 
lined with white satin, upholstered... It will be 6 
feet 3 inches long and 19 inches across the shoul- 
ders at the bottom. The top will be in three 
panels, the upperone of giass. The inclosing 
box will be of oak, lined with copper. The un- 
dertaker expects to deliver it this afternoon. 
From early in the morning until late last even- 
ing the mansion was an object of curious inter- 
est to thousands. They could see only the 
sbaded windows. Nosiga of mourning appeared 
except the small strip of crape on the door. 
»olice officer constantly patrolled the sidewalk. 
ie had occupation, even inthe bardest part of 
the rain, to keep in motion those who were dis- 
posed to linger. A crowd would have formed in 
tive minutes at any time of the day if allowed to 
doso. Carriages roiled up to the mansion ail 
day. Some of the occupants merely sent their 
cards, Others went indoors. .Among these 
were J. Pierpont Morgan, the Rev. r. 
Jobn Hall, the Rev. r. ma. Samuel 
Sloan, Salem. H. Wales, Arthur Leary, 
Cyrus W. Field, Sidney Dillon, Jobn D, Rocke- 
feller, Gen. J. Meredith Reid,.D.. 0. Mills, Ed- 
wards Pierrepont, William Rockefeller, and 
Roscoe Conkling. Telegrams of other messages 
of sympxthy came from A. J. Drexel, Bishop 
Potter, John A. King, Semuel P. Colt, &. S. 
Jewett, Mer. Capel, John S. Kennedy, Franklin 
Bb, Gowen, William L. Scott; from James Bu- 
chanan and J. 8. Morgan, at London; from Mr. 
Harjes and Mr. Winthrop, at Paris, and trom 
bancveds of other friends in this country and 
abroad. - 

It was not decided yesterday how the at- 
tendancc atthe fune shoulda be regulated. 
There wus some mention of tickets of admission 
to the church as affording the only means or re- 
straining tbe pressure xnticipated there. Such 
an arrangement will doubtless be made. Serv- 
ices will be as brief and simple as possible un- 
less plansin this respect shall be modified to- 
day. It was suggested yesterday thut the Staten 
Island ferry boats mizht be ordered to: tbe foot 
of West Forty-second-strect. there to receive 
the body and the carriazes. No such order was 
issued, however, and uniess a decision of that 
nature should be reached to-day the procession 
wiil move from the church to the regular land- 
ing of the Staten Island boats at the Battery. 

It is expected that the procession will reach 
the ferry at about noon. ‘lwo boats wil! be in 
waiting. Capt. W. Braisted, the Superintendent 
of the ferry company, has charge of the trans- 
portation to Staten Island. He has agreed to 
hold the Southfieid, the largest of bis boats, in 
reserve for use 1n,case two woats cannot convey 
the carriages in the procession. Pvlice Captain 
Catfry,; of the First Precinct, will keep the 
ferry approaches clear at the time of the 
funeral. The body will be placed in the old 
Vanderbilt vault, close by the Moravian Church, 
in New-Dorp, until the neW mausoleum can be 
fully prepared. A tall white shaft, bearing the 
word “ Vanderbilt,”” marks the location of the 
vault, in which lie the bodies of Commodore 
Vanderbilt, his two wives, and his sister Phoebe. 
The vault has several vacant arches. 

The mausoleum is unfinished, nor is it quite 
certain when it will be ready tortne purposes 
for which it 1s being built. Work on it, how- 
ever, will be pushed as rapidly as possible, in the 
hope that it may be ready before the ciose of 
Winter. It is just a year since ground was 
broken for its erection in a litile plot of 14 acres 
ot woodland on the hillside above New-Dorp 
and near the Moravian Church. The stonework 
was begun last Spring, and from-time to time 
had Mr. Vanderbilt’s personal supervision. On 
his last visit to New- Dorp, on Friday, be inspected 
the work already done and expressed the tear 
that cold weather might retard its speedy com- 
nletion. It isof gray granite, and in its haf 
finished state loomed up yesterday through the 
fog and rain like the ruined castle of some an- 
cient civilization. 

To-day, at 12 o’clock, there will be meetings, in 
the offices at the Grand Central Station, of ail 
the corporations with which Mr. Vanderbilt was 
connected. Appropriate action will be taken 
and arraugements will be made for representa- 
tion at the funeral. The heads of the various 
departments of the corporations will doubtless 
attend. There will be no general turnout of em- 
ployes. General Superintendent Toucey said 
yesterday that the locomotives of the New-York 
Central and Hudson River Railroad would not 
be draped, and that the corporation would make 
no demonstration in the nature of a display of 
embiems of mourning. number of locomo- 
tives have already been Craped Ly the engineers 
in charge of tiem, however, and it is under- 
stood that the rooms of the Presidentand Di- 
rectors will also be draped in mourning. 

Mr. Vanderbilt’s will isto be opened to-mor- 
row after the funeral. The will was drawn for 
him by ex-Judge Rapallo. Several times, ac- 
cording to his varying fortunes, he made prep- 
arations for the disposal of his property. Codi- 
cils were added to the will repeatedly. Chaun- 
cey M. Depew in speaking last night of this mat- 
ter said: **Mr. Vanderbilt did not expect sudden 
death, but he was ready for it. His affairs for 
many years were arranged so that he might be 
fully prepared for that event. Being a pru- 
dent, far-sighted man he was anxious to pro- 
vide fully for such a division of his estate as 
would save it from being squandered, injured, 
or dissipated by legal controversy or contest. 
He made a will when he went to Europe several 
years ago. He has added to it or changed it at 
various times since then. 

“There was every reason why, as a prudent 
man, he should keep hisaffairsin order. Besides 
his frequent sea trips, he traveled a great deal 
by rail in special trains at high speed. There 
wus inall this an element of persone! danger. 
He recognized it and in the arrangement of his 
affairs, he was solicitous and careful so to de- 
vise his estate that those who are to succeed to 
it may come into their possessions with the 
least trouble. It bas been reported that I am to 
be an Executor or Trustee or something of 
that kind. While I do not know the de- 
tails of the will, and would not speak 
of them if I did. I, do know that 
Tam nottoservein any such capacity, and I 
believe Iam not mentioned in the will. It may 
be considered reasonably certain, also, that the 
will is not to be made public in any part until 
the time of its presentation for probate at the 
Surrogate’s office. No statement has 
authorized by me in regard to the division of 
the estate. Every one knows what positions 
Mr. Vanderbiit’s sons held. Whether or not the 
will makes them secure in such positions and 
possessions only the publication of the will oan 
disclose.”’

He received me in his library and 
we conversed together, I should suppose, about 
an hour, or perhaps a little Jonger. While Mr. 
Vanderbilt was speaking his speech became 
somewhat indistinct, and the next instant I no- 
ticed a twitching of the muscles about his 
mouth and face. Almost the same instant 
his face was violently convulsed. He was sittin 
on the edge of his chair. He fell forward, and 
reached him intimeto thrust my arms under 
his shoulders to prevent him from falling upon 
the floor. I placed a cushion which was at hand 
under his head and immediately summoned a 
servant and called for water, with which I 
bathed his face until the arrival of his son, 
George Vanderbilt, and Dr. Miller. I did not 
realize the fact of his death until¢the arrival of 

r. McLane.” e x 

The testimony of Dr. John F. Miller, of No. 77 
West Fiftieth-street, was to the effect that on 
Tuesday he was hurriedly summoned to Mr. 
Vanderbilt’s and found two men standing over 
his hody. One was Mr. George W. Vanderbilt. 
Mr. Vanderbilt’s body was warm, his face and 
tongue purple, and his respiration almost en- 
tirely absent, and pulse almost extinct. Dr. 
Miller concluded that death was due to apoplexy. 

Coroner Messemer professed to be very much 
surprised last night when told that the state- 
ment had been made that he had intruded upon 
Coroner Martin’s duties, and had performed an 
unnecessary piece of officiousness in having any- 
thing to dowith the caseatall. ‘ Most em- 
phatically it was my case,” hesaid. ‘ By the ar- 
rangement of our time schedule at the Coroner’s 
office this week, I was tv take charge of 
all cases that came up between ll A 


M. and 3 P. M. Mr. Vanderbilt died 
at 2:20 P. M. Consequently it was within 
my hours. When I reached home, about 4 


o’clock, my office assistant, Dr. Herold, told me 
that Mr. Vanderbilt died very suddenly about 2 
o’clock. I went upthereand met Mr. Depew 
with Dr. McLane in the hallway and introduced 
myself. Dr. McLane asked if he could not make 
out the certificate of death. ; 

**When did you see Mr. Vanderbilt last?’ I 
inquired. 

*** On Sunday,’ he replied. 

*** Well.’ I said, ‘then the case falls into my 
hands. Under the law you must have seen him 
within 24 hours to make outa pbysician’s cer- 
tificate of his death.’ 

**T wassoon shown into the room,” continued 
the Coroner, ‘‘ where Mr. Vanderbilt was lying 
on the bed. He was all dressed in black clothes, 
but his shoes were off. The undertaker came in 
just then, and so soon as the body was disrobed 
1 made an examination of it. I looked into 
the mouth and throat and found little 
froth between the lips and teeth. [ judged from 
all external appearances that death was caused 
by apoplexy, and I gave the death certificate ac- 
cording|y.”" 

**Have you had any reason since then to 
change your opinion?” 

*“T can’t say that lhave. In thecourse of the 
day I have been besieged with persons who had 
all sorts of theories. One of them was that as 
Mr. Vanderbilt died soon after lunch it might 
have been a case of poisoning. I paid no atten- 
tion to rumors of thet sort, but to several peo- 
ple who asked me whether or not I should make 
an autopsy I replied that I most certainly 
should if the occasion required it.*’ 

“Do you think now that there will be any 
necessity for such a thing?” 

‘Under the circumstances [ do not. ButI 
have not yet got all the testimony in the case. 
Jf anything is developed which convinces me 
thatan autopsy will be necessary, I shall not 
hesitate in Mr. Vanderbilt’s case any more than 
Il would if the same thing happened to one of 
bis car drivers. That is all IL meant to say, 
and substantially all I have said to any- 


body who has’ spoken to me _ to-day 
about an autopsy. Among’ the _ persons 
who have to:id me that they believed an 


autopsy should be made were Dr. Mary Putnam 
Jacobi and Dr. Wallach, both of the Mount 
Sinai Hospital. I want it distinctly understood 





thatlam notgoing to heed any clamor for an 
autopsy just to: gratify a few seu-ational peo- 
pie, but, on the other hand, if such a proceeding 
is Made necessary by iniormation that comesto 
my possession I shall ipsist on having one.” 

Coroner Martin was seen at his residence last 
evening by a'TiMEs reporter. He claims that 
the ease. belonged to him, and felt surprised 
when he learned of the unusual! interest taken 
in the matter-hy bis collenyue, Coroner Mes- 
semer. ‘*iu the first place,’ said Coroner diar- 
tin, ** the case was not one for a Coroner to in- 
terfere with. Dr. Messemer had no authority to 
go tothe Vanderbilt mansion and examine the 
body. In my experience as a Coroner I have 
never krown it to be done before.” 

* How do you act in casesof this kind?” he 
was asked. 

“We first receive notification from the 
police,” he answered. ‘“* It is for the Police De- 
partment to say whether or no aCoroner is re- 
quired. This gives us the necessary authority 
to visit the house, view the body, and take testi- 
mony, and if we find that the case requires it we 
make an autopsy.” 

** Did the police notify your office of Mr. Van- 
derbilt’s death ?”’ 

* No, Sir,”” he responded emphatically, *“‘and 
for that reason [ hold that Dr. Messemer or any 
other Coroner had any right to interest himself 
inthe matter. It was wrong and uncalled for, 
and judging from Dr. Messemer’s hasty action 
in rushing up town wien he learned of Mr. Van- 
dGerbilt’s death [am inclined to believe that he 
is looking for nvtoriety. If it were a case 
for a Coroner, it belonged tome. We divide up 
the day from 11 A. M.to 8 P. M.and from3P. 
M. toll A. M. Now, the death occurred at 2:20 
P. M., and we could not possibly be notified be- 
fore 3 o’clock, the hour Dr. Messemer’s time ex- 
pired. A notice is sent to the police station in 
the precinct in which a man dies. The Ser- 
geant on duty makes out a blank and sends 
it down to our office by one of his 
patrolmen. This would certainly require more 
than 40 minutes. If tne police had done this, 
I certainly would have taken charge of the mat- 
terand would not allow Dr. Messemer or any 
other Corover to take part in the proceeding.” 

“If you had been notified, would you take 
oe course that Dr. Messemer has pur- 
sued r”’ 

“I would not,” was the answer, *‘and I don’t 
believe that any other Coroner in this county 
would. Ail that was necessary was to go to the 
house, look at e body, und ask the physician 
to make outa déath certificate and sign it. Dr. 
Messemer has talked of holding an autopsy. 
This is preposterous. Mr. Vanderbilt, I under- 
stand, was under medical treatment for five 
years. His physicians were mer of undoubted 
character and ability, and surely they can make 
out a report giviny the cause of death that 
would satisfy both the police and health authori- 
ties. 

** Ur. Messemer says he can hold an autopsy 
when a physician has not seen his patient 24 
hours prior to death. That is correct, but as 
Mr. Vanderbilt was under treatment for five 
years and was seen by his physician 48 hours be- 
fore death it ought to satisfy any Coroner. Dr. 
Messemer has contracted a desire to gain 
notoriety, and in order to do _ it he 
has stepped beyond his bounds. He tried 
to take the inquest of the _ persons 
who were killed by falling walls in Bethune- 
street out of Coroner Kernedy’s bands, but 
failed wben Mr. Kennedy made a strong opposi- 
tion. He also held court at midnight in his own 
house in the case of E. J. L, Lytton, the reputed 
cousin ot Lord Lytton. All these things were 
done for notoriety, ard Ican attribute his zeal- 
ous work in this matter to no other purpose.” 

in his address to business men at Trinity 
Church yesterday the Rev. W. Liay M. H. Aitken, 
referring to Mr. Vanaerbilt, said: “*'I'here was 
called away suddenly yesterday one who was 
ranked among the very richest men, not only of 
this, but of any other country in the world. 
There was no name higher in the annals of com- 
mercial success than the name of Vanderbilt. 
It is not my intention to speak of the dead 
anything but good, but it is my duty to 
seize the morel of the occasion and to 
press it home to your hearts. You will 
never be richer than Vanderbilt. 
never be more successful in the worid than he 
was. If al) that you are living for is what the 
world can offer you, you can never hope for 
more than he gained. And if such wealth 
as his be all that any one of you can 
gain, oh, my brothers, my brothers, you 
are beggars, you are lost! Leave behiad 
you the sumptuous mansion, leave behind 
the fabulous wea!th and the flattering voices of 
your triends. In one moment, leave all such 
behind and seek only what is laid up for youia 
the Father. I ask not—it is not the business of 
any one to ask—what is the lot which is prepared 
tor him, but it is my business to ask what is the 
lot for you and for me. If at sunset this 
day asudden callcame for you as it came to 
him, could. you say, *My wealth is yonder, my 
fortune is secure; death cannot rob meot it; 
I have an inheritance which is incorruptibleand 
which cannot be taken away ?’ Do not let your- 
selves be robbed of the one thing needful by the 
flimsy and trumpery riches of heil.’” 


FRANKLIN B. GOWEN’S TRIBUTE. 

PHILADELPHIA, Dec. 9.— Franklin B. 
Gowen was asked to-day what effect the death 
of Mr. Vanderbilt would have on Reading at- 
fairs and bow it would be likely to affect his 
own chances for election as President of the 
Reading Company in January. He said: “I 


cannot talk about business while my friend is 
lying dead. Lam thinking of Mr. Vunderbilt as 
an old friend suddenly carried away by death, 
and do not care now to discuss the ffect of his 
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death upon business interests. I have knownp 
him well and intimately for many years. He, 
was always a kind friend of mine, and his sud«,; 
den death isa great blowtome. Onty Mr. Vane, 
derbilt’s personal friends really knew the true. 
traits of his character. The newspapers often: 
did him monstrous injustice, and it was greatly. 
to his credit that he never stooped low enough, 
to use the means which many other prominen 
men employ to have their praises sounded by’, 
the public press. Mr. Vanderbilt was an unos-, 
tentatious, kindly hearted man, who loved his. 
friends and did not hesitate to speak his minds 
about his enemies, especially if they had wronged’ 
him. Above all hewasan honost man. I would) 
rather have Mr. Vanderbilt’s simple word than 
the bond of many men who stand high in the 
estimation of the world. I know what I am 
speaking of, for at a critical period, when Mr.., 
Vanderbilt was my ally, I had nothing whatever 
but his word to rely on, and I wanted nothing 
else. 


THE MARKET WELL SUSTAINED. 
A GREAT DEAL OF EXCITEMENT IN WALL- 
STREET, BUT NO PANIC. 

Brokers and operators began to gather 
at the entrances to the Stock Exchange yesterday 
as early as9o’clock. Wall and New streets wera 
choked with them,all'discussing the one question. 
How would the market go? The variety of opin- 
ions was almost as great as the crowd expressing 
them, some of the operators assuming a2 jaunty 
air’ and declaring with an emphasis that be- 
trayed more of the hope than conviction that 
there would be no material change. Others took 
the view that with the aid and co-operation of 
the big zuns in the Street, who would perforce 
have to come in and sustain things, the market 
would be held, while still others, and these were 
in a decided majority, believed they were on the 
eve of a panic. 

Among this latter class were many representas 
tives of that class who are never seen in the 
Street savein times of disaster, the ghouls, as 
they are called, who turn up when things are 
the blackest and sweep into theirample coffers 
the bargains thrown over perforce by weak or 
timid speculators. 

The doors leading to the corridors and gal- 
leries of the Exchange were opened at 9:30, and 
then for 10 or 15 minutes a scene efisued that hag 
not been paralleled since the panic of 1873, when 
the Exchange was temporarily closed. The 
crowd, among which were a large number of 
strangers, including two or three dozen women, 
pushed, clawed, and fought to get inside. Noe 
attention was paid to the rights or teelings of 
any one, It was clearly a question of the sur- 
vivalof the fittest. Hats were knocked off, 
clothing torn, and umbre!las wrecked, but no 
one cared so jong as they kept their feet and got 
within the portals. Once inside the confusion 
and crush became, if anything, worse than be- 
fore, but with marvelous good fortune no one 
was burt. 

In a twinkling the galleries looki 
upon the long room were taken y ssion of 
and for 10 minutes or more tbe crowd, which 
mounted the benches and with those nearest the 
rail squeezed half to death, looked about as weil 
as they were able, to wituess the gathering of 
the brokers in taeroom beneath. Every once in 
a while thore would bean attempt on the part of 
some One inside to get out, and the gray-coated 
attendants vainly tried to help them, butus 
there were 20 waiting to get in ror every one 
there was inside, it was once in, stay in, and 
those who were out had to remain there. 

President Simmons for the first time in quite 
a period came down stairs and entered the ros- 
trum a little before 19 o’clock, and this cireum- 
stance, insignificant in itself, was at once eager- 
ly taken up and commented On as indicating an 
apprehension of possible troubie that might re- 
quire prompt action by the President. Naturai- 
ly enougb the’ throng was thickest about 
the speculative Vanderbilt properties, and espe- 
cially so in the Lake Shore crowd. Vi hen the 
first roll of the gong was heard announcing 
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that the business of the day had begun 
the scene about the Lake Shore corner 
resembled a bear pit. Every broker was 


shouting at the top of his voice and gesticulat- 
ing, apparently trying, by brute strength, ta 
force his way to the centre. The first recorded 
quotation Was at 385,as against 83, the closing 
figure on Tuesday afternoon, but so great was 
the confusion and babel that within three feet 
of each other brokers were. sailing the same 
stock ata variation of 4 to 4 ner cent. ina 
moment tie price dropped to 6434, and then the 
correctness of ‘THE TIMES'S statement that the 
big cperators had agreed to stand under the 
market became apparent. From all sides of the 
riag cume bids for the stock, turning the mar- 
ket, which for a moment or two seemed likely 
to be driven to a semi-panic, and faces began te 


| grow brighter asthe stock, eighth after eighth, 


climbed t6 8, and hung around that figure. 

The same state of things was true about all the 
corners devoted to the Vanderbilt properties, 
New-York Central opening at 102K. as against 
1054g on Tuesday night. It was rotaliowed to fall 
below the opening price, but was forced up toe 
102144 within 15 minutes and there held. Michi- 
gan Central and Canada Southern, in the pare 
lunce of the Street, were both jumped on, the 
former opening at 76,a drop of 44 points from 
Tuesday night’s clasing, and then with one push 
going off to 75. The latter, which closed at 43 on 
Tuesday, was forced downto 40. For the first 
hour the prices were firmly maintained at the 
figures to which tney had ralited, but about 11:13 
they began to go off again. but before the down- 
ward movement had attained gny headway the 
same forces which had stuod under the market 
again put in an appearance, and up things start- 
ed once more, This time there was no fooling 
indulged in. This was about noon, and at this 
hour the waiting crowds outside, seging no 
chance to get in, dropped away, while those 
inside, disappointed at not secing a stampede, 
began to think of luncheon and disappeared 
one by one. During the rest of the day thera 
were hardly more spectators thun ordinarily. 

When the magnates had got steam up they 
whooped things up ina lively fashion, the buy- 
ing being almost exclusively trom thecity. By 
a most extraordinary coincidence all, or about 
al), toe leading outof town houses found on 
reaching their offices that their private wires 
couid not be made to work. Consequently there 
were but tew orders either to seil or buy re« 
ceived. This,in the judgment of 2 great many 
of the more conservative brokers, saved the 
market... Many of them dreaded the effect of Mr. 
Vanderbilt’s death upon the minds ot the bucoiic 
and provincial specuiators, and as their order3 
to sell couid not be rushed by private wire they 
were perforce compelled toawasit the news br 
public lines before deciding what todo. Astns 
first quotations were reiatively favorable this 
immediately prevented the sendiug of many oi< 
ders to sell. 

The liveliest stock on the list was Deacon 
White’s Lackawanna. At the close on Tuesday 
the tape recorded 12434 as the price. It opened 
at 122144 yesterday morning, and ijike most of the 
others it ran up about 1 per cent., and there 
bung until afternoon. Then the pressure was 
put on, and the shorts were led a lively @ance, 
Beginning at 124 about 1:30 o’clock, it soared 
like a rocket to 128, the recorded sules being 
enormous ingvolume, block after biock of 
1,000 and 2,000 share lots being rattled off as if 
they were boxes of matches and costing no} 
more. The fluctuations were very sharp, at one} 
point the stock dropping from 127 to 126, with< 
out an intervening sale. It finally closed at! 
12734, while New-York Central had climbed to; 
1047, Lake Shore to 87, and others in proportion. 
When the gong sounded at 3 o’clock the brokers 
looked at each other and the opinion of most o24 
them, as they wendefi their way to the street, 
was: “ It wasn’t much of a shower after all.” Im 
a general way the feeling at the close was very; 
much in accord with the views expressed in the 
letter ot Collis & Levy to their customers:

There was much discussion and speculatiord 
among the brokers concerning VanderDilt’s Cis¢ 
position of his property.

be no derangement to speak of in the marked 
value of the so-called Vandernhiit stocks. A ree 

ort was circulated in the afternoon that Mr

The prices of New-York Central and Lake Skord 
stock stitfened perceptibly on this report.

Here the 
crisis 1s past. it was to be feared, of course, 
that concerted and savage assaults would be 
mace upon the market this morning, but all 
that sort of danger is over now, and the public 
ean rest satisfied that the market issafe. And 
only foolish people could have expected grave 
consequences to froliow in Wail-street from Mr. 
Vanderbilt’s death. It is the old story: The 
King is dead, the King liveth! Mr. Vanderbilt 
leaves his immense properties in the hands of 
his sons and their friends for advisers—voung 
men with clear heads, earnest, ambitious, and 
far-sighted. The result will not be dissatifying 
to any financial Interest.” 

Drexel. Morgan & Co. were credited with hav- 
ing bought 25,000 shares of Lake Shore, anda 
member of that firm was quoted by a friend as 
paying that the tone of the market for the day 
was even better than he and his colleagues had 
thought would he possible, even with the big 
supporting orders to sustain it. He predicteda 
continuance of steadiness and declared that 
within a week the death of Mr. Vanderbilt would 
not be quoted for effect, even by the most ram- 
pant of the bears. 

Mr. H. L. Horton explained that the slump off 
in early morning quotations was Gone, not in 
Epite of the work of the gentlemen who, at the 
conferences on Tuesday night. pledged them- 
selves to support the market, but was really 
with their consent, if not their assistance, for it 
was resolyed that it would be easier to Sesepese 
the bears hard at work than it might be to hold 
them wholly in check. Mr. Horton said that 
he believed all apprehension was over now in 
the minds of the leading men of the Street. 
There were abundant reasons for confidence in 
the condition of the market. 

Mr. F. P. Freeman was one of Mr. Vanderbilt’s 
close friends and favorite brokers, and it was at 
his office that Mr. Vanderbilt spent his time 
when he was !ast down in Wall-street, 15 months 
ormore ago. Mr. Freeman said that none of 
the sonsof Mr. Vanderbilt or any other mem- 
bers of his family, even the most remote, had 
any part in bringing about the Tuesday night 
conferences to provide means to sustain the 
market in an emergency. It was the planof 
leading operators who had interests of their 
own at stake. There will be no crash to follow 
from his death, said Mr. Freeman, who recalled 
the circumstances of the old Commodore's 
death, and said that at that time there were 
abundant prophecies of disasters that were 
never realized. It was found that the Commo- 
dore had arranged all his property so that its 
management could goright on uninterrupted, 
and just in this same way William H. prepared 
for death and m&deacrash impossible. His suc- 
cessors will be found safe, careful, conservative 
manugers. 3 

Mr. H. V. Poor said that the death of Mr. Van- 
derbilt had not taken any of the knowing Wail- 
street men by surprise, as Mr. Vanderbilt had 
openly anticipated it by placing all of his large 
interest in the hands of safe successors. There 
could be no clash, no’jar, no stopping of the 
great machine. And its effect upon the market, 
then, would be practically nothing. A dozen 
things of greater direct consequence than Mr. 
Vanderbilt's death have lately been pushed 
ngainst the stock market, and its failure to give 
way has been shown most notably. 

This confident tone, however, was not heard 
pn all sides after the market closed yesterday. 
Mr. Addison Cammack was still quoted asa 
rampant bear, and all of his recent colleagues 
on that side of the market were sticking to him. 
Mr. ¥». M. Lockwood yoiced them last night, 
putting their side of the story in this way: 
“When Mr. Vanderbilt died the actual and mor- 
al support of a man worth $200,000,000 was 
taken away from the bull party, and there is 
no one to take his place. This was a great 
blow, and the bulls kuew it. The hotels 
last night were full of brokers employed 
to bid up prices there. Then the greatest 
thing of all developed—not a private wire 
in the Street was working this morning, and the 
great bulk of country selling orders were kept 
off the market. Whether this was the widest 
spread accident which ever happened to the pri- 
vate wires, or whether there was some design in 
it has not fully transpired. At all events it 
saved the cliques from having to take a great 
deal of country-held stocks. It is true that Mr. 
Vanderbilt’s death will not decrease the earnings 
of any of his roads, and few of his securities are 
likely to be soid. But—the great bull is dead, 
and the magic of his name no longer charms. 
The cliques supported the market to-day to pro- 
tect themselves, and bought stocks they did not 
want. The reaction must come. The effect of 
the blow must be felt, and the stocks bought 
to-day musi be sold.” 

The great throng which crowded the Windsor 
on Tuesday night to learn the particulars of Mr. 
Vanderbilt’s death was absent last night. Not 
more thana hundred outsiders called during 
the night, and many of the big operators fre- 
quently at the hotel on other evenings did not 
appear as usual. 

LONDON, Dec. 9.—The death of Mr. Van- 
derbilt had a depressing effect on American 
securities at the Stock Exchange. At the open- 
ing the American list showed a decline of 1to3 

ercent.as compared with the closing prices 
astevening. At 12:30 o’clock New-Y6rk Cen- 
tral was quoted at 10614, a decline of 134 from 
yesterday’s closing quotation. The close for 
American securities, however, was buoyant. 
The last quotation of Erie Seconds was 91 and 
of New-York Central 106}4. 








THE MILLIONAIRE AS A FARMER. 
VIEWS HIS CHARACTER BY STATEN 
ISLAND AND OTHER FRIENDS. 

Mr. Vanderbilt is best remembered on 
Staten Island asafarmer. Fora banker’s clerk, 
and the son of a wealthy man at that, to go 
upon afarm with his young wifeand not only 
bring order out of chaos, but make it the 
best farm on the island, was something which 
must of necessity go into the history of 
Richmond County. The secret of his success, 
Mr. Jobn Scott,an old friend of his, says was 
fue not only to his energy in looking after 
things but ina great measure to the fact that 
ne always made an abundant and skillfull use of 
fertilizers, The farm was the richest on Staten 
[sland. The best corn, the largest vegetables, 
and the richest bay were raised there, and every- 
thing found a ready market in New- 
York. The shipping was done by schooner 
from the foot of New-Dorp-lane, the vessel on 
its return trip invariably bringing a cargo of 
fertilizing material. This method of sending 
produce to market from the farm has not 
bhanged in any particular from that day to this. 
The bhay—and they raised great quantities of it— 
was pressed ut the barns and sent to this city in 
bales. For many years the grain, hay, and prod- 
uce of the farm aggregated $16,000 in value 
yearly. 

As a farmer, with nearly 350 acres finally under 
cultivation, Mr. Vanderbilt held the view that 
bis time should be given entirely to managing 
the work. Every employe, however, had to doa 
full day’s work. He argued that he could not 
afford to do manual labor himself while he 
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bad such a large farmon his hands. His pro- 
Pensity to sit on the top of a rail fence 
and watch the men work was the 
cause of much good-natured criticism 


among bis neighbors, who thought that a farmer 
should encourage his men to work by working 
hard himself. E. P. Barton tellsa good story 
concerning Mr. Vanderbilt’s habit of sitting on 
the fence. “* Dick,” one of the farm hands, who 
is to this day described as a “rattling good 
farmer and a good fence maker,” found it 
mecessary to repair Mr. Vanderbilt's favorite 
fence. Upon mounting to his accustomed seat 
On the following morning Mr. Vanderbilt found 
the smallest rails on top with the sharp edges up. 
* Here, Dick,” he demanded of the farm hand, 
onre the meaning of all these sharp edges on 

p? 

“That’s all right, Boss,” returned the maz; 
“that’s for you to siton!” It is said that this 
Same piece of fence may be found in its original 
position on the farm to-day. 

Those old days on the New-Dorp farm, Mr. 
Vanderbilt often said, were the happiest of his 
life. His wife also looked upon the farming 
days as the pleasantest that she had ever known. 
They went down to New-Dorp in 1842, andin 
1863 they moved away, after Mr. Vanderbilt had 
redeemed the, Staten Island Railroad from 
bankruptcy and given a new impetus to 
business on the island.

Mr. Vanderbilt is said to have provided liber- 
ally tor a number of pensioners on Staten Island 
for many years. A numberof business men owe 
their startin life to Mr. Vanderbilt's assistance 
Bnd encouragement. Some of his old friends 
wept like children when they heard of his death. 
Old Capt. Jake Vanderbilt, an uncle of Mr. Van- 
derbilt, who lives one and one-half miles up the 
hill from Clifton, was completely prostrated 
when the news reached him. He was unable to 
Jeave home for New-York until yesterday. 

Jobn Scott, of Clifton, one of Mr. Vanderbilt's 
farliest friends, was aeeply rieved over his 
death. “It was only on Friday that_he was 
Down here talking over old times. He knew 
everybody, and everybody liked him. He said 
to me on the boat that he was a worn out old 
man. Physically he was like his mother, who 
died of the same complaint ten or twelve years 
Rego. He was talking of bringing a good library 
down to Staten Island for the use of the people,

During the great railroad strikes of 1877 it was 
asingular fact that the engineers and firemen 
of the New-York Central and Hudson River 
Railroad stuck to their engines, and the road 
was not affected by the strike. General Super. 
intendent John M. Toucey said yesterday that 
the company made no concession or prom- 
ise to the men or deviation whatever 
from the rules in force at the time, 
After the strike was over Mr. Vanderbilt sum- 
moned the officers of the road to Saratoga, and 
said that as the men had stood by the road dur- 
ing the strike, he intended showing that he ap- 
preciated their fidelity. Tothat end he desired 
to distribute the sum of $100,000 among the en- 
gineers and firemen, numbering about 1,000 men, 
and he directed the officers to prepare the rolls 
and superintend the division of the money. The 
fidelity of the men, Supt. Toucey thought, was 
due to the general good feelin prevailing be- 
tween theemployes and the officers of the cor- 
poration, and the knowledge on the part of the 
former that they were receiving fair treatment 
and wages. 

An intimate friend of Mr. Vanderbilt, in dis- 
cussing his character, said yesterday: ‘“*Mr. 
Vanderbilt was a far abler man than people 
generally gave him credit for being. No other 
railroad man in America bad as exten- 
sive a knowledge of the details of the business. 
A few days ago I was talking to a manufacturer 
of locomotives, who said he was surprised at 
Mr. Vanderbilt’s acquaintance of details, In 
fact he knew more about the business than any 
railroad man he ever did business with. 

“Mr. Vanderbilt told me not long ago that he 
did not care to makeany more money. Said he: 
‘IT would not walk across the street to make a mil- 
lionjof dollars, All that I care todo now is to keep 
what I have got and manage it properly.’ The 
best evidence of the care and attention Mr, Van- 
derbilt bestowed on his family is to be found, I 
think, in the fact that large as his family is there 
isnota spendthrift among they. They are all 
steady, respectable citizens.”

NOT CALLING UPON SUCH PEOPLE. 
MR. VANDERBILT'S INDIGNATION AT THE 
TACTICS OF THE GOULD-FIELD CLIQUE. 

There was always a strained effort on 
the part of Jay Gould, Cyrus Field, and their 
speculating side partners to convince the public 
of their intimate relations with Mr. Vanderbilt. 
Iilustrations of this were shown in the most 
marked manner within the past few weeks. So 
ostentatiously have these people sought to im- 
press this idea that has been a matter of current 


rumor that Mr. Vanderbilt since Thanksgiving 
Day felt called upon to write the worthies a per- 
sonal letter, expressing his indignation at their 
tactics, and threatening public exposure if they 
did not quit the unauthorized use of his name to 
help forward their stock jobbing enterprises. 
Before the recent annual meeting of the Man- 
hattan Railway Company Gould and Field sent 
reports broadcast representing tbat Mr. Van- 
derbilt had become largely interested in the ele- 
vated roads, and was likely himself to becomea 
member of the Board of Directors. 

The purpose of the scheming sponsors for this 
story was of course to try to convince the pub- 
lic that the elevated roads were worth the con- 
sideration of men of cousequence and integrity, 
who wanted tor investments some guarantee of 
good faith in management. As days went on 
and Mr. Vanderbilt’s friends pooh-poohed the 
yarn about his becoming a Director in Manbat- 
tan, the original story was modified and then 
Mr. Chauncey M. Depew was to be his personal 
representative in the board. When that was 
upset the stock riggers, still sticking to their 
story of his extensive investments in the stock 
of the company, started a fresh report to the 
effect that he was ccntent with the existing 
board and wanted no changes of consequence 
just yet, though Mr. J. Pierpont Morgan and 
Mr. 8. V. White would be put in as a special 
compliment to him. All this was to put up the 
price of the stock. Mr. Vanderbilt hadn't a do!- 
Jar in elevated securities, and when the oppor- 
tunity offered a week ago toareporter of the 
TIMES he said: **I do notown ashare of elevated 
stock; I never have owned any, and I do not 
intend to owa any.” 

Mr. Vanderbilt was quite as much irritated 
over Mr. Field’s effort to have the public regard 
him asa partner in Cyrus’s scheme to get pos- 
session of the New-England Railroad bonds 
which the State of Massachusetts lately offered 
forsale. Field has freely boasted of his intimate 
relations—those of close relationship he has de- 
clared them to be—between himself and Mr. 
Vanderbilt. When Gov. Robinson, of Massa- 
chusetts, recited some cold facts to justify his 
exclusion of Cyrus Field from competition with 
honest men, Field, in a studied effort, sought to 
shield himself behind the nameof William H. 
Vanderbilt, and Wall-street was informed that 
Mr. Vanderbilt, resenting the * unjust imputa- 
tions” of Gov. Robinson, had sold out every 
share of his New-England stock forthwith. Mr. 
Vanderbilt issaid not to have smiled when this 
conduct was reported to him, and then it was, 
according to the current reports, that he sat 
down and directed to Cyrus Field the letter 
whose sentiments were easy to understand, if 
they weren’t flattering. 

About four years ago Cyrus Field and Jay 
Gould got into a snarl with the New-York Stock 
Exchange over what they called bad treatment. 
Certain shameful and openhanded impositions 
were being attempted on Metropolitan Elevated 
liailway stockholders, against the stockholders’ 
protests, and the Governing Committee of the 
Stock Exchange stood for the time between the 
security owners and the wholesale robbery that 
was threatened. Then Mr. Jay Gould and Mr. 
Cyrus Field, in their wrath, vowed that they 
would establish a Stock Exchange of their own, 
and one day Wall-street was excited by the an- 
nouncement that much progress had been made 
toward accomplishing this purpose, and tacked 
on at the end was the assertion that Gould and 
Field bad secured the support of William H. 
Vanderbilt. A New-YORK TIMES reporter saw 
Mr. Vanderbilt at his home that night. Mr. 
Vanderbilt had just got news of this published 
announcement and he wasn’t ina pleasant mood. 

“It is a lie! a He and an outrage!" he said 
a vehemence, as he threw aside the paper he 

eid. 

“But it is said that you are intimate with 
Gould and Field, and that you called at Gould's 
house early this morning.” 

““Intimate? nonsense! Do you thinkI call 
upon such people? I don’t. I never put my 
foot inside Gould’s house, and never shall. This 
whole thing is a plot, a lie, and an outrage !” 


THE PURCHASE OF MAUD 8S. 
MR. VANDERBILT’S GREAT FEAT IN DRIVING 
HER WITH ALDINE IN 2:15 1-2. 


Mr. Hamilton Busbey, Mr. William H. 
Wilson, of Cynthiana, Ky., and other gentle- 
men who are identified prominently with the 
trotting turf, in discussing the death of Mr. 
Vanderbilt yesterday at the Everett House,

his beneficence, and also in his last commupica- 
tion tothe Board of Trustees, received only a 
few Gays before his death, he expressed full con- 
fidence and approval of our present work, and 
ané full assurance that we would soon attain to 
that largest success which his own gifts and 
those of his father had made possible to earnest 
labor and diligent scbolarship.”’

A LIVELY FIGHT PROMISED 


MR. WIMAN WILL DEFEND THE 
METROPOLITAN FRANCHISE. 
INJUNCTIONS ISSUED AGAINST THE AMER- 

ICAN ASSOCIATION OF BASEBALL CLUBS 
AND MORE LEGAL STEPS IN PROSPECT. 
PHILADELPHIA, Dec. 9.—Judge Arnold, 
in Common Pleas Court No. 4, will act as umpire 
at lo’clock to-morrow afternoon between the 
warring baseball managers, and will par- 
tially decide whether it was a foul hit 
when the American Association dropped 
the Metropolitan Club on Tuesday, . and 
ook up the National, of Washington. 
Erastus Wiman, who had purchased the fran- 
chise of the Mets, proposes to have the courts 
decide whether the $25,000 he said he had paid 
fora membership in the association should be 
utterly lost or not. Mr. Wiman hunted up Bar- 
risters Wagner and Cooper last night when he 
was informed that the action of the association 
was final and irrevocable. The lawyers procured 
acopy of the association’s constitution and la- 
bored earnestly throuch the nightin preparing a 
bill in equity to restrain the association from 
consummating the action of expulsion. This 
morning the counsel appeared before Judge Ar- 
nold with a formidable document, setting forth 
reasons why a prelimipary injunction should be 
granted. It was filed in tho name of the Metro- 
politan Baseball Association, Erastus Wiman, 
President; George F. Williams, Secretary, and 
J. H. Gifford, Manager, against Lew Simmons, 
William Sharzig, Charles H. Byrne, William 


Barnie, William A, Nimmick, H. B._ Phillips, 
Chris Von Der Abe, Zach Phelps, James A. 
Hart, George L. Heincourt, O. P. Caylor, and H. 
D. McKnight. 

After stating the facts of the case the Dill 
avers that the constitution of the association 
contains no provision for special meetings; that 
no notice of the proposed action was given to 
the purchasers of the Metropolitan franchises; 
that the special meeting was entirely illegal and 
its action void. ‘The plaintiffs claim that their 
club cannot be deprived of membership except 
by expulsion for certain specified causes, 





none of which have been alleged against 
them, The requirements of notice and 
trial when such charges’ are. preferred 


have been neglected. Further, they claim that 
the admission of the National Club is without 
authority and in fraud of the plaintiffs’ rights: 
that the Metropolitan Club has made oxpensive 
arrangements for the 50 games which it expect- 
ed to have played upon its grounds during the 
coming season, and that the action of the asso- 
ciation, if authorized by the court, will work ir- 
reparable injury. They therefore ask an injunc- 
tion restraining the defendants from holding 


any meetings without the resence and 
recognition of the _— plaintiffs, Williams 
and Gifford, as representatives of the 


Metropolitan Club, and their full participation 
in the proceedings; an injunction restraining 
the admission of the National Club of Washing- 
ton into membership in the American Associa- 
tion, or the grant to that citub of any of the 
rights and privileges of a member of the asso- 
ciation; an injunction restraining McKnight, or 
his successor, as President of the association, 
from appointing any committee to prepare 
a schedule of championship games of the 
season of 188 until the rights’ of 
the plaintiffs are determined by the 
courts, and an injunction restraining 
the defendants from making or publishirg any 
schedule under the name of the-American Asso- 
ciation of Baseball Clubs without the consent 
of the plaintiffs or without giving in said 
schedule to the Metropolitan Club the full as- 
signment of games with the other clubs belong- 
ing to the association. Judge Arnold granted a 
preliminary injunction on all of the players. 
T'he counsel secured the necessary papers, which 
were given into the hands of Clerk Sol W. May, 
of the sheriff's office, tor service. 

in the meantime the members of the associa- 
tion met at 11 o’clock in parlor C of the Conti- 
nental Hotel, with Deputy Sheriff Scandrett, of 
Pittsburg, at the door. ‘The report of the Board 
of Directors and Treasurer were read and ap- 
proved. Next, the order of business was sus- 
pended, and the action taken in regard to the 
Metropolitan Club was aflirmed. At thls junct- 
ure Secretary Williams, of the Metropolitan 
Club, came to the door and asked tor admission. 
He was refused at first, but afterward the door- 
keeper was instructed to let him in. Then 
it was found that Williams had _ departed 
and the doorkeeper could not fina him in the 
hotel. He did find Manager Gifford, who de- 
clared that he had no warrant to represent the 
Mets. Tbe association deemed it best to give 
Ofiicial notica that the representatives of the 
Mets could come into the meeting, and Mr. 
Byrne was sent out to hunt up Williams. He 
tailed to discover his whereabouts and the asso- 
ciation proceeded with its business. H. D. Mc- 
Knight was elected President, at a salary of 
$1,800, being also required to act as Secretary 
and ‘Treasurer; Chris Von Der Ahe, of St. 
Louis, Vice-President, and Chris Von Der Ahe, 
Zact Phelps, of Louisville; Charles H. byrne, of 
Brookiyn, and Lew Simmons, of Philadelphia, 
were ciected Directors. Messrs. Caylor, Phelps, 
and Byrne were appointed as a committee to re- 
vise the coustitution and bring it in accord with 
all amendments and resolutions adopted and to 
revise the rules. Applications to serve as um- 

ires were received from the following: Ben 

oung, of Cleveland; John McQuade, of Chi- 
cago; Dennis J. Mack, of Lancaster; John Far- 
rell, of Newark; Ed West, of Brooklyn W. H. 
Quinn, of New-York; Terrence Conneil, of Phil- 
adelphia, and IF’, W. Bush, of New-York. 

The association was just about to appointa 
schedule committee when Secretary Williams 
and his counsel, with the Snheriff’s officer, de- 
manded admission. The big Pittsburg deputy 
said they could not come in. The littie Phila- 
delphia Deputy said they could. ** You can't" 
and ‘*I will’? passed several times, until the 
Philadelphia Deputy became angry. and stretch- 
ing his 6 feet and5 inches to the extreme limit 
thundered: 

“TJ command you to admit me as the Deputy 
of the high Sheriff of the city and county of 
Philadelphia.” 

“Tne stalwart Pittsburger succumbed to the 
majesty of the law as personified inthe diminu- 
tive form of the Philadelphian, and Mr. May be- 
came an active participant in the meeting of the 
American Association of Base Ball Clubs. He 
pulled out a document a foot or two longer 
than himself, and served the writsof injunction 
on the defendants. All business was suspended 
for the time being, and the appointment of the 
Schedule Committee was postponed pending 
Judge Arnold's pleasure. The case will be ar- 
gued to-morrow morning. 





“he American Baseball Association will 
find out thatit has woke up the wrong dog,” 
said Mr. Erastus Wiman to a TIMES reporter, 
after his return from Philadelphia yesterday. 
**T have secured an injunction forbidding it to 
transact any business until it admits a repre- 
sentative of the Metropolitan Club, which it 
refused to do yesterday. The association is 
composed of eight members, of which the 
Metropolitan Club is one, and this club cannot 


be disfranchised except by some act of 
its own defined in the constitution as 
meriting the punishment involved ina revoca- 
tion of its franchise. No such act has been 
committed, and you might as well attempt to 
exclude a stockholder in o railroad company 
from the exercise of his rights asto try to re- 
voke the Metropolitan’s franchise in this out- 
rageous way. am informed by my counsel 
that so far as my rights are concerned, as 
the owner of the club's franchise, it 
makes no difference whether the associa- 
tion is incorporated or not. The indi- 
vidual members are liable for any action they 
may take, and to deprive me of my rights will 
make them personally responsible for my losses, 
not only for existing expenditures, but for pros- 
pective profits, Lintend to press this matter to 
the bitter end, and if necessary I will secure in- 
junctions in every State where the clubs are 
scheduled to play and prevent them from 
playing until the Metropolitan is recognized and 
included in the regular schedule of games, I 
am convinced that I can do this. The associa- 
tion has the ‘proprietary right in the contracts 
with all tne players. The contracts are made 
with tho association, and not with the clubs. 
Now, as I own a one-eighth interest in the asso- 
ciation Iam entitled to a participation in the 
rights attaching to these contracts, which, if de- 
= to me, will be good gronnd for an injunco- 
tion. 

“These people have got themselves into a 
snari that they did not foresee,” Mr. Wiman con- 
tinued, “and unless they rescind their action 
and admit the Metropolitan to its full rights as 
a member of the association, I will oy 2 their 
games in every city of the Union. This is mere 
child’s play to me,"’ said Mr. Wiman, laughing, 
as he buttoned his coat and prepared to start 
for the reception to the Dominion Min- 
isters, ‘but assure you I shall play 
it out until the game is ended. I pur- 
chased the franchise of the Metropolitan with 
the object of having the association games 
Played on Staten Island, so as to increase the 
ferry traffic. The games would draw from 
100,000 to 150,000 persons to witness them each 
season, and they ‘would pay to the ferry 10 
cents apieceeach way. That was my motive in 
entering the base-ball field, and I don’t propose 
to have my plans nullified by any association, so 
long as there are courts in the land to enforce 
my vested rights.”

FRANK HAUGHTON'S ELOPEMENT, 


A MARRIED MAN WHO RUNS AWAY WITH 
A YOUNG WOMAN. 

CoRTLAND, N. Y., Deo, 9.—A fact mm con- 
nection with the recent elopement of Frank 
Haughton from MoGrawville, in this county,has 
just been made public. Haughton is the only 
sun of John Haughton, a wealthy and 
respeoted resident of that village. Thir- 
teen years ago he married Miss Nettie 
Warren, and two bright and pretty girls are 
fruits of the marriage. The couple dwelt to- 
gether in peace and happiness until about 


a year ago, when the husband became ac- 
quainted with a girl named Grace Robie, 
who lived near them. The Robie family 
at the time consisted of Mr. Robie, who has been 
blind for five years; Mrs. Robie, who was a crip- 
ple; Grace, and two younger daughters. In De- 
cember, 1884, Mrs. Robie, who had endeavored to 
check the girl’s growing intimacy with Haugh- 
ton, and had forbidden the latter to enter tbe 
house, was taken suddenly ill one evening and 
died before morning. The attending physician 
pronounced it acase of pneumonia, After that 
the lovers threw aside restraint, met as often 
as they pleased, and, regardless of gossip, 





frequently went out riding together. On 
Nov. 25, having mortgaged his rop-. 
erty and raised what money he could by 


other means, Haughton left home, bidding his 
wife good-bye and a:king her to kiss the cnil- 
dren for him. He said he intended to he 
away only a few days. Grace Robie disappeared 
thesame night,and neither she nor Haughton has 
since been seenin this neighborhood, Yester- 
day, while Mrs. Haughton's children were play- 
ing near the stable curtosity led them to peep 
through an aperture in the wall.

ON TRIAL FOR MURDER. 





THEODORE A, BOYCE ARRAIGNED AND 
: PLEADS SELF-DEFENSE. 

PouUGHKEEPSIE, N. Y., Dec. 9.—There 
was a packed court room to-day at the com- 
mencement of the trial of Theodore A, Boyce 
for the murder of Frederick W. De Garmo at 
Dover Plains on the 17th of August last. After 
tbe examination of 45 jurors a3 to their capabili- 
ties of serving 12 good and true men were chosen. 
The prosecution is conducted by District Attor- 
ney Hackett and Assistant District Attorney 
James L. Williams. The prisoner's counsel are 
William J. Thorn and Charles Morschauser. 
The testimony on the partof the prosecution 
was given by the members of the murdered 
man’s family and by Mrs. Soule, a neighbor, and 
one or two others, the most of it bearing heavily 
against the accused man. One witness who saw 
Boyce shoot De Garmo was asked by a juryman 
if he thought Boyce was in danger of his life 
when he shot. The court admonished the jurors 
that questions calling for the opinions of wit- 
nesses were not admissible. It was proved by 
some witnesses that De Garmo had a board raised 
to strike Boyce when the latter shot, and by 
others that De Garmo could not have 
hit Boyce with the board because of 
limbs of trees that were in the way. One of the 
eye-witnesses swore that when De Garmo was 
shot he put his hand to his side, stared at Boyce, 
and reeled and died. It was proved that De 
Garmo and his son had beaten Boyce before the 
final struggle till he was dazed. The defense 
was self-detense. Dr. Campbell swore that when 
Boyce was admitted to jail he found two wounds 
on his head. The prisoner Boyce was put on 
the stand and testified that De Garmo was ubout 
to hit him with a board when be shot him, and 
that he believed if he hadn’t killed De Garmo 
the latter would bave killed him. Evidence was 
also given showing that De Garmo was a quar- 
relsome man, and that Boyce’s character gener- 
elly was good. The case will be given to the 
jury to-morrow morning.

Conductor Burr, 
of the Delaware, Lackawanna and Western 
Road, Chief Conductor of the division in this 
city, is weenieg for Herty. To areporter to-day 
Mr. Burr said: “The Railroad Commission 
means something or nothing. It means prac- 
tically nothing when men who know nothing of 
railroad matters are put on the commission. 
Rogers, aithough a civil engineer, knows noth- 
ing about railway affairs and is practically a 
negative factor. Kernan is a lawyer and is no 
better, while O’Donnell is a buttermaker and en- 
tirely unacquainted with railroad affairs. 

“ What,” said Mr. Burr, do these men know 
about railway wrecks or the many other things 
of a purely railway nature that should come be- 
fore Railroad Commissioners? This matter of 
Railway Commissioners, appointment in this 
State is being watched from all quarters of the 
United States, for what affects one railroad man 
affects another.” Mr. Burr stated that he had 
fears that no railroad man would get the place. 
He said; “We called on Mr, Muller, the 
Governor’s law partner, in the interest of 
Mr. Herty, and he seemed to want to 
evade us. Muller, who has been men- 
tioned as a candidate himself, said that 
there were a good many men who had for years 
given their check for thousands of dollars for 
camnaign purposes, ani never got political fa- 
vors, and who now could not be ignored. This 
hint Mr. Burr and the other friends ot Mr. Herty 
have taken with some grain of allowance as in- 
dicatine that Muller himself or some other pol- 
itician has already secured the place, and that 
all the efforts of the conductors and their friends 
to secure recognition for one of their number 
on the State Railway Commission have been en- 
tirely ignored.

THE MANAGERS CRITICISED. 
ANNUAL MEETING OF THE NEW-YORK, 
PROVIDENCE AND BOSTON ROAD. 

PROVIDENCE, R. I., Deo. 9.—The annual 
meeting of the stockholders of the New-York, 
Providence and Boston Railroad was held this 
morning, President Samuel D. Babcock in 
the chair. The report of the Directors 
to Sept, 30, 1885, with the Superintendent's re- 
port, was presented. President Babcock said 
it was known that the management of the com- 
pany had been criticised, and, as was quite un- 
usual, they were here before all the stockhola- 


ers now, ready to answer any question that 
might be put, 

Mr. Clarence Deming, of New-York, offered a 
resolution that in the future the annual report 
of the Providence and Stonington Steamship 
Company be incorporated with that of the rail- 
road company. The letter owned eight-twelfths 
of the stock of the former, and yet the stock- 
holders in the railroad had no means of know- 
ing the condition of the steamship company. 
‘Lhe resolution was adopted, 

Mr. Alfred Reed, of Providence, offered a reso- 
lution asking for the appointment of a commit- 
tee of the stockholders to examine into the af- 
fairs, business management, and condition of 
the property of the company, with full power 
toexamine all books, papers, and employes of 
the company; also, with power to examine into 
the affairs, books, and papers of the Providence 
and Stonington Steamship Company on behaif 
of the railroad company as a stockholder in the 
steamship company. 

Mr. Reed made an address of some length, in 
which he arraigned the President and Board of 
Directors for bad management detrimental to 
the stockholiers, with favoritism to a select 
Tew. Mr. Miller offered an amendment to cut 
out that part of the resolution granting 
authority to the committee to examine into the 
affairs of the oemere company, on the ground 
that this meetin id not properly have 
jurisdiction over the steamship company. He, 
however, as President of the steamship com- 
pany had no objection to an investigation. It 
was mutually agreed that the part objected to 
be stricken out with the understanding thata 
similar resolution should be adopted by the 
steamship company’s stockholders’ meeting at 
the adjournment of the present meeting. he 
substitute resolution was then unanimously 
adopted as follows: 

Resolved, That the two largest stockholders in Rhode 
Island, the two largest in New-York, the one largest in 
Connecticut, and the one largest in Massachusetts, not 
including any member of the present Board of Direct- 
ors, be and they are hereby appointed a committee of 
the stockholders to examine into the affairs, business 
management, and property of this company, with full 
power to examine all books, pavers, and employes 
of this company, and to report in print to the stock- 
holders before the next annual report. 

A resolution was also adopted empowerin 
the Board of Directors to sell unnecessary land, 
&c. The “‘regular’ ticket for Directors was 
elected as follows: Samuel D. Babcock, J. B.

THE CANADIAN PACIFIC ROAD. 
AID TO BE SOLICITED FROM THE BRITISH 
GOVERNMENT, 

Orrawa, Ontario, Dec. 9.—It is now 
known that one ot the objects of Sir John Mac- 
donald’s mission to England is to make an effort 
to induce the British Government to take stook 
in the Canadian Pacific Kailway. Anargument, 
or rather threat, will be used’ that unless the 
imperial Government purchases a controlling 
interest in the road the company wiil sell out to 


a syndicate of United States capitalists who 
are said to have made an offer to purchase the 
road. Itis assumed that Great Britain will be 
strongly opposed to aliowing this highway to 
Asia over Canadian territory to pass into the 
hands of a foreign corporation, and that to pre- 
vent such a contingency the British Govern- 
ment will buy up the Canadian Pacific Railroad 
stock, as in the case of the Suez Canal. If such 
a thing is done the present owners of the Ca- 
nadian Pacific will make large fortunes. 

The Dominion Government is said to be anx- 
ious that the scheme shall succeed because if it 
fails turther aid will have to be granted to the 
company from the Canadian Treasury to enable 
them to operate their lines. The British Colum- 
bia section of the Canadian Pacific Road has not 
yet been taken out of the hands of the contract- 
ors, the Messrs. D. O. Mills & Co., of New-York. 
Officers of the company will ask for $2,000,000 
from the Government to enable them to com- 
plete the road.

MR. ASTOR’S NOVEL. 


VALENTINO. A Historical Romance of the Six- 
teenth Century in Italy. By WILLIAM WALDORE 
ASTOR. New-York: CHARLES SCRIBNER’s SONS. 


Between fiattery and envy it fares hard 
with the very rich. A young man in the 
position of our late Minister to Rome is 

_apt to suffer as much underestimation 
arising from ignoble motives of one kind 
as overestimation from ignoble motives 
of another. One cannot read far in * Val- 
entino” before perceiving that Mr. Astor 
has written a very creditable romance in 
the historical field, and one that would 
not have lacked readers had the name 
been left off the title page. [t is per- 
fectly understandable that the pub- 
lishers, as they announce, should have 
taken the novel without knowing who 
wrote it, on its merits, for it does not 
need the spur of curiosity to see what 
sort of a book Mr. Astor would write, to 
carry it safely beyond the paying mark. 
“Valentino” is a study of the character 
and short, eventful life of Cesar Borgia, 
the son of Pope Alexander VI., from the 
murder of his sister’s husband to the ban- 
quet at which he and his father, together 
with Cardinal Corneto, were paid in their 
own coin—poisoned at their own table. 
To flavor the study, intrigues between 
Ceesar Borgia anda Countess of the Co- 
lonna family. and the same with a 
young woman of the Este family, 
are interwoven, and these are given at 
times so much prominence as to make 
their importance sensibly felt. The sol- 
fier of fortune, Oliverotto, who becomes 
by the murder of his uncle Oliverotto da 
Fermo, is in pursuit of the Este maiden, 
when the latter throws herself at the head 
of Cesar Borgia, and he, being married 
to a wife who refused to live with him, ac- 
cepts her position as his partner on the 
left hand. Oliverotto’s clandestine pur- 
suit, his attempts on the life of Czsar 
Borgia under the guise of a French lover 
of Elvira d’Este, and his efforts to seize 
the latter’s person give life and movement 
to what might otherwise have been too 
dryly historical an account. But Mr. 
Astor does not always need such familiar 
methods of holding the reader, for 
when it comes to interviews between the 
Condottiere Chiefs, between Pope and Car- 
dinal, between Cezxsar Borgia and King 
Louis of France, he is able to make such 
chapters agreeable by a quite remarkable 
skill in dialogue and atouch of dramatic 
feeling. It is true that deceit, battle, 
open bloodshed, and assassinations, burn- 
ings, tortures, and frequent poisonings are 
the order of each day, but throughout all 
this corruption and gore the author has 
managed to pick his way in such a manner 
that one is not disgusted with the spec- 
taclee. On the subject of Lucretia 
Borgia he has a strong opinion in 
favor of her comparative innocence. 
“The character of Lucretia has until 
recently been so exclusively consid- 
ered that of afrenzied adulteress, using 
poniard and poison in all directions and 
consumed by bursts of tremendous pas- 
sion, that we can only accustom ourselves 
gradually to the portrait of her as drawn 
by her Roman contemporaries, as indi- 
cated in her letters, and as outlined by the 
diplomatic agents of Ferrara, who in 
speaking what they deem blunt truths 
take evident satisfaction in reciting their 
disagreeable impressions.” Consequently 
Mr. Astor puts Lucretia in none of the 
shameful positions where we find every 
other woman in the book. Cowardice 
and forgiveness of her brother for murder- 
ing her husband under her eyes for ad- 
vantages of state are the only reproaches 
cast on a woman whose name has been the 
synonym for luxury, violence, and incest. 

The limits of interest in a historical 
novel are soon reached. Two masters can- 
not be served at once. Yet this young 
writer, who has hitherto kept his fugitive 
printed pieces secret, has certainly been 
largely successful in the aim of all histor- 
ical romancers, that of making living and 
real at least some among his characters. 
The French King is capitally drawn in the 
little space given him, and the various 
natures of the half-bandit captains under 
Borgia are kept well apart. The Countess 
Gizevra is remarkably indicated at first, 
but she fades out of the story until 
the close, when she reappears wreaking 
a horrible vengeance on Cesar Borgia for 
preferring Elvira d’Este toher. In such 
matters the historical novel is a shrewish 
thing. To avenge his slighted leve upon 
Cesar and his mistress was the place of 
Oliverotto da Fermo, but unfortunately 
Ceesar had taken care to have that incon- 
venient friend murdered while trusting to 
his safe conduct. A romance with begin- 
ning, middle, and rapid advance to a crisis 
this can not be called, for descriptions of 
men. clothes, furniture, and places inter- 
vene, and the course of large polit- 
ical events has to be followed, but, 
makirg allowance for these inevitable 
drawbacks in the historical novel it may 
be said that Mr. Astor has done exceed- 
ingly well. The influences brought to 
bear on him during his stay at Rome 
could have lain in but one direction: the 
romantic-realistic direction pointed out 
by Manzoni in his ** Promessi Sposi.’”’ As 
with the latter the character study is 
more important than plot. By striving 
to realize Valentino, his enemies and his 
sweethearts, Mr. Astor has sought what 
Manzoni called the object of the historical 
romance; ii vero storico and through that 
il vero morale.

ring toafamily of boys and girls in re- 
duced circumstances, who have to put up 
with poverty and by good conduct and 
honesty make their way again, is well 
treated in ‘* Rose Raymond’s Wards.”’ Aunt 
Sally, the guardian spirit, who encourages 
the young people in their work, is an ex- 
cellent character. The whole story reads 
smoothly, and ‘‘Rose Raymond’s Wards” 
is an interesting book.

Florida. By Kirk Munroe. Illustrated. 
New-York: Harper & Brothers.—Wakula 
isa story of Floridian life, written not from 
hearsay but from an acquaintance with 
the country. Mr. Elmer, who is not in 


lusty health, seeks to change a colder cli- 
mate fora warmer one, and leaves New- 
England for Florida. He is accompanied 
by his wife, ason, andadaughter. The boy 
soon learns how to adapt himself to changed 
circumstances. A lumber mill and a grist 
mill are established, which become suc- 
cessful. Alligators are killed, rattlesnakes 
shot, and all the many dehghtful things 
boys can do in Florida are presented. ‘The 
dramatic incidents necessary in such 
a story are naturally presented, and 
‘““Wakula” is an interesting and instruct- 
ive story, admirably adapted for boys and 
girls. 

—Kansas. By Leverett W. Spring. Bos- 
ton: Houghton, Mifflin & Co. 1885.—The 
facts are stated in 320 pages of this contri- 
bution to the series called American Com- 
monwealths, but one looks somewhat 
hopelessly for a principle that should have 
guided the author. Neither is he able to 
give the reader any large and easily un- 
derstood outline of the why and wherefore 
of men and actions in the remote land 
which Kansas was when all that is 
worth talking about in Kansas _ hap- 
pened. The foreigner and the ris- 
ing generation of Americans hardly 
know what ‘“ jayhawking’’ means, and 
as for the Lecompton struggle they are as 
ignorant as fish. Prof. Spring appears to 
have written for people who are well 
posted on that obscure and now forgotten 
episode of the abolition times. When 
Lawrence was sacked by the proslavery 
party in May, 1856, and Charles Sumner 
made his famous speech on ‘The Crime 
Against Kansas,” the excitement in Wash- 
ington and the subsequent events are told in 
this way: “* He has not hesitated to charge 
more than three-fourths of the Senate with 
fraud, with swindling, with crime. with in- 
famy, at least a hundred times over in his 
speech,” roared Douglas; ‘is it his object 
to provoke some one of us to kick him 
as we would adog in the street, that he 
may get sympathy upon the just chastise- 
ment? * * * Preston S. Brooks, Kepre- 
sentative from South Carolina, reduced to 
practice Douglas’s suggestion. After the 
adiournment of the Senate May 22, while

Sumner remained writing at his desk, 
Brooks approached, muttered out charges 
of hbeling South Carolina and her sons, 
and followed them up by repeated blows 
on the head withacane.” The only com- 
ment on this follows: “This affair wasa 
fit companion piece to the destruction of 
Lawrence.” A map gives the towns and 
villages of Kansas before the war, omit- 
ting much that has come in the way of 
change since. 





JUDGE DWYER’S DOWNFALL. 


TAKING FLIGHT BRANDED AS A FORGER AND 
AN EMBEZZLER. 

MipprEtTown, N. Y., Dec. 9.—William 
Dwyer, Jr., of Liberty, a rising young lawyer 
and Special County Judge of Bullivan County, 
has fled from home to parts unknown to escape 
prosecution on charges of forgery and embez- 
zlement. Previous to the developments which 
lec to his sudden flight he enjoyed a large law 
practice, making a specialty of the business of 
loaning moneys for well-to-do clients-on real es- 
tate mortgages. Among the clients who implic- 
itly confided their legal and pecuniary interests 
in hishands was an illiterate old Irishman named 
Michael Feeny, formerly a resident of Liberty 
but lately of Laporte, Penn. In the course of 
years of toil and thrift Feeny had saved up a 
few thousands of dollars, a large portion of 


which was intrusted with Judge Dwyer for in- 
vestment. Apparently the investments of Fee- 
ny’s hard-earned dollars and of the dollars of 
other capitalists were judiciously made in sound 
mortgages. Certain it is that Lawyer Dwyer 
took it upon himself to collect the interest on 
the mortgages and that he promptly paid over 
the items of interest to mortgageors as the 
amounts fell due. 

Michael Feeny fell sick in June last, and soon 
died. He was a widower, without children, his 
nearest of kin being a sister and a number of 
nephews and nieces. Following his demise 
Judge Dwyer filed in the Sullivan County Sur- 
rogate’s Court, in which county most of the de- 
cedent’s property was situated, an application 
for the probate of an instrument purport- 
ing to be a will executed by Michael 
Feeny a short time before his death, 
which instrument bequeathed to Judge 
Dwyer all the old man’s property, real 
and personal, and also constituted said Dwyer 
sole Executor of the will. The body of this 
document is in the handwriting of the legatee, 
and it purports to have heen lawfully executed 
by the testator in the presence of two subscrib- 
ing witnesses—two reputable citizens of Liberty. 
Until the igstrument was offered for probate 
the testator’s relatives, it appears, were not aware 
of its existence, and they made haste to denounce 
Dwyer’s claim to their natural inheritance as 
a claim tainted with injustice and fraud. They 
engaged counsel and will meet the issue of the 
case at a hearing which is set down for the 15th 
inst., before Surrogate Thornton, at Monticello. 
The relatives, it is understood, will question the 
genuineness of the testator’s signature to the 
instrument; or, if its authenticity is established, 
they will contend that the execution of the un- 
natural instrument by a doting and illiterate old 
man was procured by fraud and deceit. 

The suspicions and ugly rumors set afloat by 
the Judge’s conduct in the will affair led toa 
close investigation of his money loaning trans- 
actions with the deceased; and here, to the 
astonishment of the many who had placed confi- 
dence in the Judge’s integrity, a most remark- 
able vein of crookedness and fraud was un- 
earthed. Three of the mortgages held by the 
Feeny estate, securities for loans claimed to 
have been made by Dwyer, amount- 
ing in the aggregate to $2,110, were 
found to be spurious and _ fraudulent, 
The alleged mortgageors—three well known 
farmers of the town of Liberty—denied borrow- 
ing the moneys in question, and severally pro- 
nounced the signatures purporting to be theirs 
forgeries. Nor do the Feeny cases cover all of 
Dwyer’s crooked operations. Another client 
who thought that he possessed a good mort- 
gage for $600 on a farm in Callicoon discov- 
ered on investigation that the document was 
utterly spurious. No person of the name given 
as the mortgagee ever lived in the town, and no 
piece of landinthe town answers the descrip- 
tion by bounds and courses of the alleged mort- 
gaged premises. 

The absconding lawyer has a brother living in 
Toronto, Canada, with whom he is supposed to 
be now abiding. The brother is a railroad con- 
tractor, reputed!to be well-to-do, and has visited 
Liberty within afew days, apparently looking 
over the extent of the fugitive’s crooked doings 
witn the view of effecting an amicable settle- 
ment with the injured parties. It is thought 
that the Judge carried very little money away 
with him in his flight. All his ill-gotten gains had 
been swallowed up in the Wall-street maelstrom.

CLEVELAND, Dec. 9.—For many years 
the grand feast day of the Ohio Democrats was 
hele at Wooster, Wayne County, on Jan. 8, bet- 
ter known in all the rural regions of the State as 
“St. Jackson's Day.” Of late years these gath- 
erings have been held at Columbus, and invita- 
tions signed by ex-Senator Allen G. Thurman 
and other leading Democrats are already out 
ror the 8th of next month. As these occasions 
have become in reality the bugle call for the 
political fight of the following Summer, the 
demand made in Mr. Thurman’s note of invita- 


tion means more than mere rhetoric. ‘Those 
baving at heart the welfare of the Democratic 
Party of Ohio,” says the call, **and the perpetu- 
ation of the principles, desire to have the usual 
gathering of her sons in the State on Jan. 
8 1886, at the City Hall in this city, 
(Columbus,) that they may consult to- 
gether, exchange views upon public questions, 
and by toasts upon appropriate topics by our 
leading and most eloquent men prepare for the 
duties of the coming year. You, asa lover of 
Democracy in your county and a man of in- 
fluence in your party, are cordially invited to 
attend and by your presence aid inthe happy 
accomplishment of the purposes ot the gather- 
ing. 

It was atone of these gatherings a year or so 
aro that Henry B. Payne struck his famous 
tariff keynote that aided so materially in making 
him Senator, and it was at a similar meeting that 
Judge Hoadly put in his first bid for the Demo- 
cratic nomination for Governor. The purpose 
of the coming gathering has not been developed 
in any one direction, but that it will have an 
effect on next year’s nominations there can be 
no doubt. Under cover of a festai occasion the 
leaders can get together for consultation with- 
out creating comment or exciting alarm. 
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THE MAHONING ROLLING MILLS. 

CLEVELAND, Dec. 9.—Few of the rolling 
milis of the Mahoning Valley and none of 
Youngstown are running to their full capacity, 
and in someof the departments they are run- 
ning only single term. Still, the feeling is that 
the iron business in the valley is better than it 
has been for some time. One gentleman who 1s 
well posted quotes the following fleures: *‘ Iron 
during last Summer with us reached its lowest 
figures. Foundry iron has advanced from $1 to 
$1 50 perton. I have just heard of an order for 
10,000 tons of steel rails which has been placed at 
$37 per ton,while the price last Summer was $27. 
Old rails that then sold for $18 are now bringing 
$23. The past month has cleaned all the iron 
out of the furnace yards, and furnace own- 
ers are complaining of a lack of iron 
with which to fill orders.” A _ hope- 
ful indication of renewed _ activity. at 
Youngstown is foundin the tact that the Brier 
Hill fron and Coal Company operating two fur- 
naces on Bessemer iron, nas leased the Himrod 
furnace and on Jan. 1 will put it in blast on Bes- 
semer iron. It has a capacity of 125 tonsa day, 
and will give enfployment to 200 men. The 
Thomas furnace at Niles is ready to blow in. 

The pig iron market of Cleveland has been 
steadily improving for the past month, prices 
ranging from 50 cents to $125 higher. This is 
true of all grades, and especially on Bessemer 
and foundry iron. The pig iron is almost all 
sold up, and even elready a famine before 
Spring is being talked of. One cargo was received 
last week, but the shipments for the season are 
about in. Manufactured iron has been slowly 
picking up of late. The mills are running fairly 
well, and are doing a solid business instead of a 
boom. A great deal of wire is being made. 

SSP RES a 
DAMAGED BY A CYCLONE. 

Cnester, IlL., Dec. 9.—The buildings of 
the Southern Illinois Penitentiary, at this place, 
were badly damaged by a cyclone last evening 
and some of the inmates were very seriously in- 
jured. Portions of the root of the Warden’s 
house were swept away, as was also the shoe 
shop, & bew building being erected for a State 
shop. A guard named Nichols was blown trom 
his box and seriously bruised. A life convict 
named Villmore was blown against a wall and 
nad a leg broken. Another convict, named 
Wilkinson, was struck by a falling chimney and 
badly, if not fatally,injured. The storm could 
be heard by a roaring sound for some minutes 
before it struck. No damage was done in the 
city.

TO-DAY’S PERFORMANCE TO BEN- 
EFIT THE ACTORS’ FUND. 

MR. M’CAULL’S PLANS AND SUCCESSES— 
NEXT SEASON AT THE STAR THEATRE— 
MISS MATHER—FANNY DAVENPORT. 

The principal event of the dramatic 
week will be the Actors’ Fund benefit given to- 
day at the Casino. There has not been recorded 
inrecent yearssuch arush for tickets of admission 
toany singleentertainment as has developed itself 
in connection with this Casino performance. 

The ordinary seats in the theatre, together with 

agreat number of admission tickets, nad been 

disposed of on Tuesday night, when it was given 
out that, owing to pressure, the members of the 
orchestra would be removed from their cus- 
tomary place and chairs would be put in for the 
accommodation of those who chose to come. 
Nearly all these chairs are doubtless gone by 
this time, as they were being snapped up with 
great avidity yesterday morning by people who 
had been offering all kinds of prices for boxes or 
seats. The benefit will probably signalize the 
largest money audience ever known in the 

Casino, as every one who enters the auditorium 

on this occasion will have paid for the privilege. 

One of the boxes will be occupied by Gov. Hill, 

who wrote the other day expressing his Jesire to 

be present on this occasion with the members of 
his staff. The box set aside for the Governor 
will be decorated with flags and flowers this 
morning. In the next compartment Miss Fanny 

Davenport will sit, and on the opposite 

side of the theatre Mr. John Rickaby and 

Miss Helen Dauvray have retained two 

of the other boxes. A souvenir of the occasion 

gotten up in imitation of a parchment docu- 
ment and bearing fac similes of the signatures 
of the performers will be given to the holders 
of tickets, and Capt. W. M. Connor, the proprie- 
tor of the St. James Hotel, has contributed to 
the Actors’ Fund alarge number of copies of the 
John McCullough funeral oration, some of them 
printed on satin and some on heavy paper, 
which will be sold to those of the auditors who 
care to purchase. While lam on the subject of 
benefits I may as well say a word about an en- 
tertainment of this nature which is announced 
to be shortly given by an institution calling it- 
self the American Legion of Honor. Nobody 
seems to know anything about this concern be- 
yond the fact that it calls itself a protective and 
benevolent society and claims the services of 
well known theatrical people for its benefit per- 
formances. The other day Mr. John Mackay, 

with considerable indignation, brought me a 

copy of a bill which had been widely distributed 

announcing the benefit performance of this 
legion of alleged honor and placing his name 
prominently among the list of attractions. 

As Mr. Mackay had never heard of the 

association, had never been asked to play for 

its benefit, and would not have consented if he 
had been asked, his objection to the use of his 

name was certainly no morethan natural. I 

have not asyet hadthe means of finding out 

whether the other people announced in this ad- 
vertisement had authorized such use of their 
names, but 1 have at all events the fullest as- 
surance of Mr. Mackay that his services at least 
were fraudulently claimed, and he appro- 
priately asserts that he should not particularly 

care to trust himself to the benevolence of a 

“legion” whose ** honor” was thus made known. 

In the Spring the Actors’ Fund will give 

nnother benefit performance, probably at the 

Academy of Music. It is claimed that 

for this occasion Salviniand Booth will play in 

Othello, and I learn that strong efforts are to be 

made to secure the services of Mary Anderson 

as Desdemona, Joseph Haworth as Cassio, and 

Henry Dixey as Roderigo. If this design is con- 

summated it will be an easy matter to secure 

the highest prices for seats ever known in this 
country, and even at that rate the capacity of 
the Academy will undoubtedly be tested to its 
fuliest extent. Thisscheme had its origination 
in the mind of Mr. Samuel Colville, who, now 
that he is practically out of active theatrical 
business, gives a great deal of his time to the 
improvement of the affairs of the Actors’ Fund. 


Mr. McCaull was so successful last Summer in 
his comic opera season at Wallack’s Theatre that 
he has renewed for next year his arrangement 
with that house. ltis his purpose to take pos- 
session in the month of May and to produce as 


his first opera *‘Don Cesar de Bazan.”’ In the 
setting forward of this work he will have the 
assistance of most of the principal members of 
his *“* Black Hussar’ company in addition to 
Signor Perugini, whose services he engaged on 
Saturday, and who will have the principal male 
character to perform. Mr. McCaull is close up 
to the head of the short list of successful man- 
agers this season. His ‘* Black Hussar’ com- 
pany, as the readers of THE TIMES are already 
aware, have been making a great deal of money 
in the West, and are doing an exceedingly large 
business at the present moment.in this city. Be- 
yond this bis production of “The Mikado” 
in Philadelphia has been very successful 
indeed, and the receipts have remained stead- 
ily up to the capacity of bis theatre. He will 
not be enabled to aliow the Gilbert and Sullivan 
opera to run as long as it might under ordinary 
circumstances, owing to the fact that he has 
made contracts to take the company through 
tho country within a given time. He can, how- 
ever, carry onthe career of ‘** The Mikado” u 
to the ninety-seventh performance and he will 
then go out upontheroad. If the business in 
Philadeiphia holds up to the last with the vigor 
which it now exhibits, he will probably bring 
‘The Mikado” back again after ita tour is com- 
pleted. When “The Mikado” starts upon its 
traveling career its place in Philadelphia will be 
taken by ** The Black Hussar,” which is expected 
to run for eight or ten weeks to large receipts— 
an expectation which certainly appears to be 
not without justification. 
*,* 

The Star Theatre in this city is preparing fora 
rather prolonged series of tragic performances 
next season for which already a good deal of 
time has been filled. The first engagement will 
be Lawrence Barrett's, which is to begin the Ist 


of September and last until the llth of October. 
He will be succeeded by Wilson Barrett, the 
manager of the London Princess Theatre, who 
will do Hamlet, Claudian, and Chatterton for 
three weeks, and will give way to Edwin Booth, 
who is of red in tragedy for a month, followed 
by Louis James, who will then make his first ap- 
pearance in the metropolis as a Shakespearean 
star. Beyond this point notime has been laid 
out for this theatre by other attractions, 
but as far as it has already gone 
there is presented a succession of tragic 
players longer than was ever before known in 
consecutive order in any New-York theatre. 
The transfer of Mr. Booth from the Fifth-Ave- 
nue to the Star next season is occasioned by the 
fact that Mr. Stetson does not wish to fill up 
any ot his time with combinationsif the new 
Gilbert and Sullivan opera is to be ready for 
him anywhere near the opening of his season, 
as it probably will be. When Sir Arthur Sulli- 
van and Mr. Carte went back to England a few 
weeks ago it was for the purpose of pushing 
this work forward to completion as rapidly as 
possible. Mr. Gilbert had already gone to Cairo 
for the purpose of getting his material to- 
gether, it having been agreed that the next 
work of which ne will be the librettist should 
be placed amid Egyptian scenes. This 
opera will be produced in New-York 
before it is given at the Savoy The- 
atre in London, as was the case with “ The 
Pirates of Penzance.’ Simultaneously with the 
first presentation here the work will be produced 
for a single performance in some remote part of 
Great Britain for the purpose of preserving the 
copyright, and **The Mikado” will thus be al- 
lowed to run its course in London while the 
author and composer are reaping the harvest of 
still another opera in this country. If has been 
verbally settled that Mr. Stetson shall have the 
handling of the next Gilbert and Sullivan piece 
in America, though the terms will be somewhat 
different from what they are with the present 
work. Instead of going in upon a _ per- 
centage basis, as is now the case, Mr. 
Stetson and Mr. Carte will be _ full part- 
ners, pooling all their expenses and sharing 
the profits equally. The royalties of Gilbert und 
Sullivan come out of the expenses and form no 
part of the profits. Asthe opera will only have 
one presentation in England there will be no 
advantage in publishing the score and libretto, 
so that these will be held back until the begin- 
ning of the London run, which is not hkely to 
occur until some time after the opera has passed 
the highest point in its career in America. By 
this process it can be held in absolute control in 
this country, and if it is as successful as the most 
of the Gilbert and Sullivan works have been it 
will be worth a large fortune to Mr. Stetson and 
Mr. Carte.

ceeded in securing from Mr. Jay Gould a five 
years’ extension of his lease from the time of its 
previously provided expiration, This gives him 





the Grand Opera Rome for a term of nearly 
seven years in all, with every chance that the 
investment will be profitable. The present price 
— fur the theatre is $35,000 a year, but from 
he nning of the period of extension the 
rent will go up to $38,000 a year, which, with 
the exception of the amount paid annually for 
Wallack’s Theatre, is the largest theatrical rent 
in the city. The profits of the Grand Opera 
House have, however, been on the average some- 
thing like $35,000 a year, and if they remain 
at anything like their present point Mr. 
French will still havea very snug income from 
this source. Several people have gone to tho 
trouble to publish statements purporting to 
come from Mr. French to the effect that the rea- 
sons given in THE Timgs for his having abruptly 
cut off the negotiations between himself and 
Mr. Marshall Mallory for the transfer of the 
Madison-Square to Mr. French were untrue. It 
was originally stated in this paper that the causo 
of the termination of these negotiations lay in 
the fact that Mr. French discovered that the 
business done by the theatre was not at all up 
to what Mr. Mallory bad told him_it was when 
their first agreement was made. That explana- 
tion was made to me personally by Mr. French 
himself on Broadway in front of the Hoffman 
House, and the subsequent denials are doubtless 
made without his authority.

PASTOR BOTT’S TROUBLES. 
wks eaeey aa 
AN INQUIRY INTO THE MERITS OF THE 
TOTTENVILLE CHURCH QUARREL. 

The committee appointed at the recent 
Baptist Council in this city to investigate the 
trouble in the South Baptist Church So- 
ciety at Tottenville, Staten Island, between 
Pastor Thomas B. Bott and his following 
and the Trustees and various other members of 
the church performed its duty yesterday. 


The little church was the scene of the 
committee’s labors, and a goodly pro- 
portion of the population of the sleepy hamlet 
was crowded within its walls as participants in, 
or spectators of, the proceedings, 

The rival parties to the controversy were 
ranged in hostile groups on either’ side 
of the room, while the neutral ground 
between them was occupied by persons 
who had dropped in “merely to. see 
the fun,’’as one bright-eyed youngm iss informed 
the reporter. In a small apartment near the 
pulpit platform, and which is ordinarily used 
tor Vestry prrpests, the committee ensconced 
itself, and there it heard the testimony offered 
by the quarreling factions. The church was 
opened yesterday for the first time since 
the trouble among the congregation found 
public expression on Sept. 27 last, when. by order 
of the Board of Trustees, it was closed to every 
one, and the offending Pastor was driven from 
his pulpit. 

The investigating committee—composed of 
the Revs. Messrs. Podgson, Pastor of the 
Sixteenth-Street Baptist Church; Halsey 
Moore, of the Lexington-Avenue Church; 
Bowen, of the Thirty-third-Street Church, and 
lay delegates Williams, of the Amity-Street 
Church, and Horace W. Fish, otf the Fifth-Ave- 
nue Baptist Church, this city—began its pro- 
ceedings, which were secret, about 11 o’clock. 
The Secretary publicly read a series of questions 
which covered all the phases of the difficulty 
between Pastor Bott and his people. There 
were eleven queries 1n all, and their reading was 
listened to with much interest. Mr. Bott sat on 
the left side of the church, with Mrs. Bott 
beside him, and his counsel, Mr. Thomas W. 
Butts, and several of his leading adherents 
in close proximity. The Pastor gavo his entire 
attention to the proceedings. On the other side 
of the church sat Trustee John Turner, the 
leader of the malcontents, and he, too, was very 
attentive to what was said and done. His lieu- 
tenants were all seated near him. 

The first query of the series was unimportant. 
Tho second question related to charges of false 
representations as to his past record, alleged 
to have been made by Mr. Bott when he 
assumed the Pastorate of the South Baptist 
Church. The third query concerned the origin 
of the trouble between the Pastor and 
his congregation. The fourth related to 
the claim that Mr. Bott was officially 
forbidden by the Board of Trustees 
to baptize the persons who presented them- 
selves for that purpose on the 27th of Septem- 
ber last and the charges against those can- 
didates for baptism. The fifth question, which 
referred to the time of the beginning of the trou- 
bles in the church, was not insisted upon, both 
parties agreeing in their statements that the row 
began some two months before the attempted 
baptism. The sixth inquirea whether signatures 
to two papers circulated among the members of 
the church, one favoring and the other con- 
demning Mr. Bott, had been acquired by false 
representation or over-persuasion. The seventh 
related to the regularity of the call and action 
of a_ meeting to vote: upon the mat- 
ter of Mr. Bott’s continuance in _ the 
pastorate, and the eighth had reference to 
the same _ subject. The ninth raised the 
point whether it is the custom of the church 
to elect its Pastors by a majority or a 
unanimous vote. The tenth was ebandoned, 
andthe eleventh question was to ascertain if 
the meeting at which Mr. Bott was expelled was 
propesty advertised, and its purpose clearly 
stated, 

Mr. Butts, Mr. Bott’s attorney, was the first 
witness before the committee, Mr. M. C. Ayers, 
clerk of the church, and oneof the Turner party, 
objected to his testifying, on the ground that 
he was counsel for the Pastor, but the committee 
overruled his objection and Mr. Butts went in. 
Pastor Bott himself was the next witness, 
and then came Mr. Turner, followed by others 
of both factions. Among them was Justice of 
the Peace Wood, Mrs. Bott, the Rev. Mr. Cooley, 
a colored lay preacher; Henry Butier, one of 
the Trustees of the church; Mr. Ayers, the 
clerk of that body, and Mrs. B. H. Warford. The 
old ground was all gone over again by the 
various witnesses, the Turner party declar- 
ing that Mr. Bott was guilty of all the 
charges which had been preferred against him, 
while the Pastor and his adherents inter- 
posed a_ stout denial to all the _ alle- 
gations of wrong-doing on his part. There 
was no testimony adduced with which the 
reading public is not already familiar. The 
committee held two sessions, adjourning at 12:30 
and resssembling at 1:30 P. M., and finally 
concluding its labors about 4:30 o’clock 
P. M. Just before the final adjournment the 
Board of ‘trustees in a body, and subse- 
quently Pastor Bott, were called before 
the committee. The report will be made 
at a special meeting of the Southern 
New-York Baptist Association, to be called ina 
tew days. Until that body has taken action the 
cburch at Tottenville will remain closed. 


DIRECT SALES NOT LIABLE.

Daniel Bertolet, a merchandise broker, 
sued the firm of Joseph J. O’Donohue & Son, in 
the City Court, to recover brokerage on sales of 
teas and coffees to one Corbit and to the United 
States Government. Upon the trial before 
Chief-Justice McAdam it appeared that Bertolet 
had been paid for all services actually rendered, 
but heclaimed under a special understanding 


by which it was provided that on all future 
sules ‘to the persons introduced commissions 
were to be paid whether services were per- 
formed or not.. The complaint was dismissed, 
and the plaintiff moved foranewtrial. Judge 
McAdam filed his opinion yesterday denying the 
motion. The Judge says; “A merchandise 
broker who introduces a customer may lawfully 
contract for commissions on sales then made 
and on all future sales which may be 
made to the person so introduced, with this 
qualification—that it paid commission on the 
service actually performed at the time of the 
introduction the broker can recover on subse- 
quent sales only so long as he can control the 
customer and influence his trade. If, however, 
the customer declines to be longer controlled or 
influenced by the broker and refuses to make 
turther purchases unless it be at the lowest net 
prices without brokerage, and sales are made in 
this way, in good taith and without collusion, 
the broker cannot recover commissions on such 
subsequent sales. T’o hold otherwise would be 
to tavor the restraint of trade and to acknowl- 
edge asort of ownership in the customer by 
the hroker, a principle which no law can recog- 
nize. Such a contract as to commissions on 
future sales tothe United States Government is 
void as against public policy. Government 
officials must solicit sealed proposals for sup- 
lies and patronize the lowest responsible bidder, 
and the contract which implies the exist- 
ence of a standing influence over them in 
tavor of any particular person the broker may 
recommend is contrary to every principle of 
good government, and cannot be sanctioned or 
enforced by any court. A party may employa 
broker to assist in a sale to the Government, 
and may bind himself to pay for services actu- 
ally rendered in the negotiations, for this is 
legitimate work, as some one must conduct the 
negotiation, but beyond this anything looking 
towards influence which others do not possess, 
and which seeks to prevent or crush open com- 
petition for Government work or supplies, intro- 
duces a feature into the contract which neither 
commends itself in a business or legal sense. It 
is pernicious in its effect,and for this reason 
illegal. The plaintiff has been paid for all 
services actually rendered, and for the reason 
stated cannot recover commissions on the sub- 
sequent sales for which he claims compensation 
and in respect to which he performed no services. 
The complaint was properly dismissed, and the 
motion for a new trial must be denied, but with- 
out costs.”

ARMY AND NAVY NEWS. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 9.—First Lieut. John Mce- 
Martin, Twenty-fifth Infantry, has been relieved from 
duty at Columbus Barracks and asa member of the gen- 
eral court-martial there and placed on sick leave.

Whenever an American 
manufacturer secures, by reason of the excellence of 
his goods, a reputation In the markets of the world 
the fact Is seized upon by certain foreign manufactur- 
ers who stamp his name upon their own inferior wares 
and send them here to compete at lower prices with 
the genuine article.

The Senate’s resolution calling for the 
correspondence with Austria relating to 
Mr.’ KEILEY’s appointment is one with 
which we hope the President will be able 
to comply. In general, the objections made 
by a friendly power to receiving an envoy 
are not made the subject of inquiry, as 
the grounds of refusal are usually con- 
sidered to be personal in their nature, and 
imply no disposition to offend the power 
appointing the envoy. But from the ref- 
erence to Mr. KrILEy’s case in the Presi- 
dent’s message it is tolerably clear that 
Austria declined to receive him because 
his wife was a Jewess. There will be 
a widespread and justifiable curiosity 
to see the reasoning and the arguments by 
which the Foreign Office of one of the 
great powers of Europe sustains this sin- 
gular objection to an envoy of the United 
States appointed toward the close of the 
nineteenth century. It will contribute to 
the enlightenment if not to the gayety of 
nations to read this correspondence. 








It was demonstrated yesterday morning 
that there was no reason why the stock 
market should be affected by the death of 
Mr. VANDERBILT. But fluctuations in 
Wall-street would be much safer subjects 
of prediction than they are if they were 
determined by visible reasons or propor- 
tioned to them. In a restless and excited 
state of feeling, such an event would have 
brought on a serious disturbance, result- 
ing, possibly, in a panic. There was a 
small panic affecting American securi- 
ties in the London stock market, which 
was allayed only when the news was re- 
ceived that there was no excitement in 
New-York. The absence of excitement 
here may be accepted as a proof of the 
sound and wholesome condition of busi- 
ness, 








THE INDIAN POLICY. 


The question of dealing with the In- 
dians appears to be entering upon a new 
phase. Gen. ATKINS, Commissioner of 
Indian Affairs; Secretary Lamar, of the 
Interior Department, and the President 
have in the last week presented their 
views upon the policy which should 
hereafter be pursued, and all have 
in view the ultimate civilization of the 
remnant of the red race and its prac- 
tical incorporation with the great body of 
citizens of the country. Commissioner 
ATEINS is very confident in his recom- 
mendations, and appears to assume that 
there will be no difficulty in inducing the 
indians to abandon their tribal relations, 
accept allotments of land in severalty, 
give up their savage habits, and become 
industrious and self-supporting members 
of their several communities. He proposes 
that a definite policy be entered upon at 
once, that portions of the reservations be di- 
vided into agricultural holdings, varying in 
size according to the quality and situation 
of lands, and that the rest be sold for the 
benefit of the Indians, the proceeds to be 
held asa fund for their education, civil- 
ization, and material development. It 
should be impressed upon them, he says, 
that they must give up their tribal rela- 
tions, their superstitions, and their savage 
ways, and learn the arts of civilization. 
While this process is going on he would 
have the Government hold the title to 
their lands in trust for a series of years. 

Secretary LaMaR is less confident in his 
treatment of the question, but he favors 
the gradual application of the policy of 
allotting lands in severalty and the encour- 
agement of the habits and practices of 
civilized life. He would not, however, at 
present have-+the acceptance of separate 
holdings of land forfeit the tribal con- 
nections of the Indians. The Presi- 
dent’s treatment of the subject is 
characterized by the discrimination 
and good sense which he applies to 
all the questions which he attempts to 
discuss. Herecognizes the fact that there 
are great differences among the Indians, 
and that the mode of treatment which 
might be practicable for some would not 
be successful with others. ‘‘ While some 
are lazy, vicious, and stupid,” he says, 
‘‘others are industrious, peaceful, and in- 
telligent.” Some are already self-sup- 
porting and independent and far advanced 
in civilization; ‘‘others still retain, in 
squalor and dependence, almost the 
savagery of their natural state.” Some are 
strongly attached to their tribal relation, 
‘¢ while upon others its hold is considera- 
bly relaxed.” Some desire the owner- 
ship of land in severalty and others are 
violently opposed to it. The reservations 
also differ in character, some being well 
adapted for agriculture and others only 
fit for grazing. These facts are indisputa- 
ble, and they cannot be ignored in any 
attempt te put in force a general policy 





‘brought in an international copyright bill, 
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their condition’ and their wishes must be 
consulted, and the policy must be adapted 
to their varying neéds or its execution 
will prove impracticable, 

The President therefore recommends a 
cautious and well considered method of 
proceeding, and first he considers it neces- 
sary to prepare the way by acareful exami- 
nation of the ground. There are within 
the limits of the United States,-excluding 
Alaska, 260,000 Indians: located upon 171 
different reservations, aggregating in ex- 
tent 134,000,000 acres. Before proceed- 
ing to divide these and to allot a portion 
to the Indians in separate holdings, while 
reserving the rest for sale and settlement, 
he would have an examination made to 
ascertain what part is needed for occu- 
pation and what may be advantageously 
spared. He would also ascertain what 
Indians are ready to assent tothe division, 
what their condition and disposition may 
be on the various reservations, and, in 
short, find out in what way and to what 
extent the civilizing policy may be applied. 
To this end he would have a capable com- 
mission appointed to inquire into the 
whole matter. 

These suggestions are eminently sensi- 
ble. Nobody will deny the desirability of 
promoting civilization among the Indians 
and bringing them as speedily as possible 
out of the ways and habits of savage life. 
It is desirable for them, for the Govern- 
ment, and for the rest of the people. Itis 
also unquestionably desirable that they 
should be left in permanent occupation of 
no more land than they need, while the 
rest should be made available for occupa- 
tion by somebody else. But the nature of 
the American Indian cannot be changed 
all at once, and his present condition can- 
not be ignored in dealing with him. The 
process contemplated in the policy of the 
Administration must necessarily be a 
gradual one, but if it is begun in good 
faith and followed up so far and so fast 
as it isfound practicable it may in the 
course of time be brought to success. A 
very important preliminary is the estab- 
lishment of such relations between the 
tribes and the representatives of the Gov- 
ernment as are calculated to beget and 
foster confidence and good will. This de- 
pends. greatly on the character of the 
agents employed and the methods they 
pursue, and in this respect there is room 
for great and immediate improvement, 








COLLECTING THE DUTIES, 


Mr. ManninG has found the subject of 
the collection of duties under the present 
tariff laws of sufficient importance to 
submit a special report upon it, which in 
length and elaboration of treatment is quite 
equal to the regular Treasury report. The 
basis of this special report is a series of 
investigations begun by the predecessor 
of Mr. ManninG in the Treasury Depart- 
ment and continued by him, together 
with a large number of responses to let- 
ters of inquiry sent out to the chief cus- 
toms officers throughout the Union. it 
cannot be denied that these investigations 
and inquiries have been extremely fruit- 
ful, and that the report and the docu- 
ments accompanying it will enable 
those Congressmen who care to do 
so to get a very full knowledge of 
the workings of the customs collection 
system, Whether any reforms will be 
made or not will depend very much on 
whether there are enough Congressmen 
who will give to the subject the care it 
deserves and the labor it most certainly 
requires. The work is not rendered any 
less difficult by the conscientious manner 
in which it has been developed. The Sec- 
retary makes no radical recommenda- 
tions, easily grasped and readily em- 
bodied in legislation. He instead makes 
a number of suggestions for the improve- 
ment of the present system, and is plainly 
resolved to enforce that system rigidly 
and determine exactly what are its virt- 
ues and defects before he asks for any 
great changes. That is a sensible way of 
going at work. 

The chief difficulty in collecting the 
tariff duties, with justice to the Govern- 
ment on the one hand and the import- 
er and consumer on the other hand, lies 
in the appraisement of dutiable value. 
The classification of goods in order to de- 
termine the amount of duty to be paid on 
them undoubtedly presents some difficul- 
ty, but not so much as the appraisement 
presents, and the difficulty, such as it is, 
is largely inherent in the complex char- 
acter of the tariff law, and cannot be 
reraedied by any changés in the methods 
of administration. The dutiable value, 
as defined by a long series of enactments, 
dating from the foundation of the Gov- 
ernment, has come to be the value of 
the imported goods in the markets 
of the country where they are purchased 
or produced with expenses to the port 
of shipment. The theory of the law is 
that this value is to be determined by the 
statements of the importer, formally 
made and attested before a consular of- 
ficer of the United States, verified by him 
and certified to be correct. This mode of 
ascertaining dutiable value is, however, 
not conclusive. The goods imported are 
examined at the port of entry, and the 
Appraiser is required to pass judgment 
upon their value, in which he is not bound 
by the invoices certified to by the consular 
officer. In this duty he is assisted by 
assistant appraisers and examiners. The 
chief cause of complaint on the part 
of the Government and importers as well 
has been in the ascertainment of dutiable 
value, undervaluation being charged on 
the one hand and unjust valuation on the 
other. 

This has arisen largely from the prac- 
tice of foreign manufacturers consigning 
goods to agents in this country on invoices 
which there is no sure way of verifying. 
It is plain that in such cases the exact 
cost of production is known only to the 
manufacturer, and if the goods are made 
solely for the American market, and dif- 
fer from any others on the foreign mar- 
ket, itis very hard to prove or even to 
estimate the market value abroad. The 
Secretary of the Treasury holds, and very 
justly, that the foreign manufacturer 

could, if he chose, fix a price which he 
would be willing to take in the foreign 
market, and thus give a fair basis for 
the estimate of duties, But the for-

do this. Moreover, as the tendency 
is to make goods and ship them purely 
as a legitimate speculation, to be sold for 
prices really unknown to the manufact- 
urer, and which he cannot know, since 
they are yet to be determined, it is not 
easy to see how on these goods a just and 
legal dutiable value can be reached. In 
fact, though Mr. Manning is able to show 
a series.of precedents and regulations and 
some luminous opinions of great Judges to: 
guide the foreign manufacturer, the law 
and the Government are practically help- 
less when the manufacturer refuses to ac- 
cept this guidance. Thenall that remains 
to do is what Mr. Mannina, if we under- 
stand him, proposes to do, namely, to fix 
the dutiable value as near as he can with 
the machinery at his command, and to take 
care that the Government gets enough, 
leaving the importer, if he deem himself 
wronged, to seek his remedy in the courts. 

Of Mr. Mannin@’s entire good faith in 
this matter there is no room for doubt, 
and his suggestions for the improvement 
of the administration of the service are 
carefully and intelligently made. Whether 
Congress shall take action or not, there is 
every reason to expect in the faithful and 
energetic application of the Secretary’s 
ideas a decided advance in the efficiency 
of the service, That is an experiment 
which the country will see made with 
pleasure. But when all has been done 
that can be done in this way we fear it 
will be found that, with the present com- 
plex and confused law and with the pe- 
culiar forms of ad valorem or mixed ad 
valorem and specific duties, justice to the 
Government and to the importer and 
consumer will still be simply impossible. 





THE DEADLOCK IN ENGLAND. 


That no English politician can afford to 
take the responsibility of forming a Min- 
istry in the coming Parliament is so ob- 
vious a corollary from the proposition that 
no party will have a working majority in 
that body that it is surprising to hear that 
Mr. GLADSTONE is not only willing but 
anxious to take office. As nobody can 
decently suspect him, at his age, of a de- 
sire to ‘‘ show off” by performing the Par- 
liamentary feat of keeping the Govern- 
ment going in a most difficult and almost 
unprecedented situation, it must be as- 
sumed, if the rumor be true, that he sees 
the prospect of doing a service to his 
country. 

What that service must be is quite 
plain. The new British Ministry, in order 
to keep itself in power, must govern Ire- 
land, in the familiar phrase, ‘‘ according 
to Irish ideas,” or at least according to 
the wishes of Mr. PARNELL, which may 
not be quite the same thing. This condi- 
tion of retaining power is so obvious that 
it is surprising that anybody, even Mr. 
GLADSTONE, should believe that he can 
meet it unless he knows precisely what 
Mr. PARNELL’S wishes are. That astute 
person has made no public statement 
of his infentions. He did, indeed, say 
that the repeal of the union and the re- 
establishment of the Irish Parliament, 
with power to legislate for all the local 
concerns of Ireland, were the least con- 
cessions that would stand any chance of 
being accepted by the Irish people. But 
he has not said that he would be content 
with so much, nor can anybody as yet 
say with authority that so much would 
be conceded by as many English mem- 
bers as, with Mr. PARNELL’S own band 
of eighty-odd voters, would constitute a 
decisive majority of the House of Com- 
mons. The Lords, of course, would object 
to such a measure, even if it secured such 
a majority of the Commons, but their ob- 
jections are no longer of much weight. 
For a good many years now their practice 
has been to make faces at the nauseous 
mixtures prescribed for them by the Com- 
mons, and then to swallow the same, 
They have lately been notified that they 
must restrict even their prerogative of 
making faces, and if the total or partial 
repeal of the union were presented them 
they would gulp it down after a very 
short season of remonstrance., 

The main question must be of Mr. Par- 
NELL, who is not only the arbiter but the 
sphinx of British politics. What he in- 
sists upon must be done, and he has now 
a power of enforcing his demands far 
greater than he has ever had before, To 
affect the mind of the British legislature 
by hamstringing cattle and boycotting 
landlords and shooting agents in Ireland 
was a circuitous and comparativly inef- 
fective process, But the British legislature 
must be affected by the power of the Irish 
people, through their representatives, to 
bring the Government of Great Britain 
to adeadlock. It-is assumed that Mr. 
PARNELL would use this power as a means 
toanend merely, but this assumption is 
somewhat rash, He has not shown 
any dissatisfaction with his position as 
leader of the filibusters heretofore, Why 
should he be dissatisfied now, when by 
the force of his position at the cen- 
tre of an evenly balanced see-saw 
he can ‘‘teeter” English politics, play with 
English politicians, and elevate or depress 
the English parties as he chooses. If it be 
power that he desires, there is more of the 
consciousness of power to be derived from 
the position he now holds at Westminster 
than from any position he could possibly 





hold in Dublin under any possible 
conditions. His popularity in _ Ire- 
land is as great as it could  pos- 
sibly be. It has risen with every 


successful effort he has made to annoy 
the English, and now his means of an- 
noying the English are unbounded. He 
has, we believe, neither done nor said 
anything since it became glear that he 
was to hold the balance of power; and 
already he isas warmly detested by the 
English members-elect as he could be if 
he had gone about uttering insults and 
exploding dynamite. Why should any- 
body imagine that he desires to bring this 
delightful state of affairs to an end? 

It may be, of course, that the welfare 
and prosperity of Ireland are what Mr. 
‘PARNELL really has at heart. There is 
very little evidence to be had in support 
of this theory, but if it be the correct one, 
it is easy for him to establish its accuracy. 
Let him publicly define his position, and 
specify the legislation which he will ac- 
cept as the price of his support. Nobody

Such a rebellion would not put such a 
strain upon public affairs in England as 
is put by the present political situation, in 
which both political parties are paralyzed 
and disabled from doing anything ex- 
cept by the sufferance of the Irish party. 
To be rid of PARNELL and to be per- 
mitted once more to fight out their own 
quarrels in peace, both parties would 
accede not only to. any reasonable 
demands for Ireland but to demands 
which, but for their own helplessness, both 
parties would scout as entirely unreason- 
able. Whether such concessions wiil be 


_made depends neither upon Lord Sa.is- 


BURY nor upon Mr. GLADSTONE, but solely 
upon the answer to the question whether 
Mr. PARNELL is first of all for Ireland or 
for himself; and nobody but himself can 
deliver the auswer to that question, 








THE REVOLT IN MEXICO, 


A dozen years ago our sister republic 
across the Rio Grande appeared to be 
almost in a chronic state of revolution. 
Any morning its citizens were liable to 
find a fresh pronunciamiento from some 
adventurer proclaiming himself Governor 
of a State or President of the republic. 
When Gen. Diaz at last established him- 
self in power these ebullitions became less 
frequent, and of late, so far from revolu- 
tion being the normal condition of Mexico, 
it has become almost unknown. During 
the past ten days, however, the State of 
Nuevo Leon has managed to get a large 
dividend of revolution out of a rather 
small capital of insurgent exertion, and 
to produce a maximum of anarchy with 
a minimum of fighting. 

The dispatches received from the dis- 
turbed region have been more remarka- 
ble hitherto for quantity than coherence, 
and have occasionally shown a quite sur- 
prising ingenuity in evading clear expla- 
nations as to what is going on. There 
seems to be little doubt, however, as to 
the central facts. The Governor of the 
State of Nuevo Leon is Gen. Garcia, who 
was installed about two monthsago, Dur- 
ing his absence at the city of Mexico, 
about ten days ago, a revolution, which 
had been for some time brewing, broke 
out in the State. The Acting Governor 
was the Secretary of State, Sefior SzPUL- 
VEDA, who immediateiy called on Presi- 
dent Diaz for Federal assistance. On 
hearing, however, that the revolutionists 
were marching against Monterey, the 
State capital, he hastily withdrew to 
Villa Garcia, twenty miles distant, with a 
small body of troops. The revolutionists, 
under MaNUEL RopiauezZ, followed him; 
but on their approach SEPULVEDA made 
his way across the border into the neigh- 
boring State of Cohahuila, while his troops 
retreated after an exchange of shots, in 
which they are said to have lost seven 
killed and wounded, and claim to have 
inflicted a loss of fifteen. 

Since that time the headless State has 
been in a ferment over the question what 
will happen next. The local forces, which 
are supposed to be at the command of its 
Government, have been slowly collecting, 
while the revolutionists apparently neg- 
lect to push their victory. Their most 
thrilling exhibition of enterprise since then 
seems to have been performed on Monday 
night, when a party of fifty, under Col. 
GOLINDA, marched to the public plaza of 
Monterey ‘‘and fired several volleys in 
the air.” A courier rushed to Villaldama 
with this important intelligence. Villal- 
dama is the headquarters of SEPULVEDA, 
who has taken courage to re-enter the State 
again from his hiding place among the 
mountains, and now has gathered about 
600 armed men, As, however, he has im- 
plored in vain an escort of Federal troops 
to Monterey, it is doubtful whether he is 
yet resolved on an aggressive campaign. 

The key tothe situation seems-to be that 
all parties are aware that the Federal Gov- 
ernment, with its troops, can and will de- 
cide the whole question, and hence there 
is a reluctance, both on the part of the 
revolutionists and the State Government, 
to act decisively until its. policy is deter- 
mined. But the Federal Administration 
is suspected of being engaged just now in 
laying pipes for the control of the next 
Presidential election, in order to be able 
to name its successor. Hence the exact 
form of its interference cannot yet be pre- 
dicted. Gen. REYES, who commands the 
Federal forces now in Monterey, contents 
himself with holding that city and sum- 
moning outlying troops to reinforce him 
there. As the Constitution empowers the 
State authorities to call upon the Federal 
Government for aid, and this has been 
done, the chief wonder is why President 
D14Z has not already dispatched an ade- 
quate body of troops with Gov. Garcia to 
re-establish him in Monterey. The delay 
has perhaps been due to the wish to ar- 
rive at a complete understanding before- 
hand as to how the State authorities will 
act in next year’s Presidential election. 
This delay meanwhile encourages the rev- 
olutionists, who nevertheless do not wish 
to forfeit by rashness the chance of hay- 
ing their cause after all espoused by the 
Federal Government. The uncertainty in 
which this state of affairs leaves Nuevo 
Leon must be somewhat annoying to those 
inhabitants who take no part in the game 
of political strategy. 

———

Those who urge that the Government, 
after admitting the materials for the con- 
struction and equipment of vessels free 
of duty, should pay a bounty on ship- 
building equivalent to the difference 
between the cost of labor here and 
abroad should present some broader 
basis for calculating this difference 
than a statement from one foreign 
and one American firm as to the cost 
of this labor. It should also be con- 
sidered that it cannot be measured 
accurately by a comparison of schedules 
of wages. The relative efficiency of labor, 
and the extent to which machinery is 
used, must be taken into account. . There 
are American ship builders who have de- 
clared that if they could get materials 
free of duty they would have no fear 
of foreign competition on the score of 
cheap labor, Even. JoHN ROACH has de- 
clared that American workmen are worth 
much more than those employed in for- 
eign ship yards, and that fewer are needed 
for the same results. 








The commercial organizations in this 
city are moving in support of the position 
of the Administration with reference to 
silver. The Board of Trade and Transpor- 
tation met yesterday, and after a spirited 
debate a resolution thanking President 
CLEVELAND for the stand he had taken 
was adopted, and another declaring 
that the compulsory coinage should be 
stopped. The report of the committee on 
the subject quoted the remark made in 
the rooms of the board by a prominent 
merchant and manufacturer that he had 
$400,000 in gold in a vault on Broadway 
‘drawing no interest and waiting for 
something to turn up.” This is proof 
enough, were any needed, of the Presi- 
dent’s statement that the hoarding of 
gold had already begun. The Chamber 
of Commerce will have a special meeting 
at 1 P. M. to-day to take action in support 
of the President’s recommendation fora 
repeal of the Coinage act.

FATAL BLUNDER OF AN ERIE RAILWAY 
EMPLOYE AT ELMIRA. 

Exmrra, Dec. 9.—The wreck of Erie 
train No. 4, St. Louis express, at Scio, 29 miles 
west of Hornellsville, last Thursday morning, 
by which Engineer Allen was killed, has been 
explained by the confession of the telegraph 
operator, J. Howard. The operator had charge 
of the station on the night in question, and, sus- 
Picion pointing to him, the detectives had but 
little difficulty in compelling himto confess. 
Howard says that he got on the caboose of 





freight train No. 385 for the purpose 
of closing the switch after that train 
had pulled out to the main track. 


Instead of getting off at the first switch he rode 
tothe secona one, which lets trains in st the 
back of tne station. The switch was in proper 
position, but as his light had gone out he did 
not notice the blunder he was making, and 
turned the wrong switch, leaving it aiso iu a po-« 
sition to throw east-bound trains from the track. 
Ou his way to the office he passed the fatal 
fwitch, but did not notice it in the darkness, 
there being no lights upon it. The track re- 
mained in this misplaced condition for 65 min-« 
utes, between the departure of the freight train 
and the arrival of the fast express. 

When the fatal crash came the operator ran 
out, and, realizing the mistake he bad made, lost 
no time in setting the switch back in its proper 
position, but the marks of the wheels on the ties 
showed the cause of the run-off. The operator 
was not posted as to the position of the switches 
being a new man in the place. Yesterday after- 
noon he was taken to Angelica and jocked up 
on acharge of manslaughter in the second de- 
gree.

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THE PRESIDENTS OPINIONS 


BOME OF THE LATER COMMENTS 
ON THE MESSAGE. 

THE SILVER MEN OPENLY HOSTILE TO mR. 
CLEVELAND'S VIEWS—HIS TARIFF RE- 
MARKS GENERALLY WELL RECEIVED. 

WasuincTon, Dec. 9.—Thata change of 
Administration has served to invest thé annual 
message of the President with more than com- 
mon interest is obvious to every observer. Mr. 
\Cleveland’s message has been talked of every- 
where to-day, andin sucha way as to make it 
plain that even those Senators and Representa- 
tives who ask for more time before expressing 
their opinions have grasped its points and con- 
eluded that it isnot a merely formal report to 
them, to be sneered at or kept cut of the way. 
While it provokes opposition, it does not appear 
to have excited bitter hostility. While all parts 
of the President’s message have received more 
or Jess attention to-day among the Serators, 
more interest has beep displayed in what Mr. 
Cleveland has to say upon the silver question 
than in any other subject touched upon in the 
message. The Senators, especially the Demo- 
crats, are disposed to be very careful in their 
public utterances when the message is discussed, 
most of them pleading that they have not had 
time to read carefully and digest the President's 
opinions. There has been little attempt, how- 
ever, to conceal the fact that Mr. Cleveland's 
views on the coinage of silver dollars are 
exceedingly distasteful to the advocates of the 
80-cent coin, and they say plainly that no legis- 
lation toward carrying out these views will be 
permitted to pass the Senate during this Con- 
gress. Senator Vest voiced the sentiment of 
many of his Democratic colleagues when he de- 
clared that from the point of view of the Presi- 
dent he was very unsound on the silver ques- 
tion. “Iam opposed to Mr. Cleveland’s views 
on that subject through and through,” said the 
Missouri Senator. Mr. Vest did not speak for so 
many Senators when he added that he was also 
unsound from the President's point of view on 
the question of civil service reform. The Re- 
publican Senators are geographically divided in 
their opinions on the silver clauses ot the mes- 
sage, Southern and Western men generally dis- 
agreeing with the President anda the others up- 
holding his views. Secretary Manning’s re- 

.Markson the same subject are also severely 
criticised by the silver Senators, although his 
report was admitted by them to a very strong 
statement of the question from the anti-sil- 
ver-doliar point of view. Both Republicans 
and Democrats were emphatic in giving the 
President credit for expressing his honest con- 
victions on the subject. Among Republicans in 
the Senate there 1s a general disposition to sneer 
at Mr. Clevelisnd’s references to the tariff, while 
some Democrats expressei regret that the 
President had not treated the subject 
at greater length and in more emphatic lan- 
guage. As a rule, however, the tariff para- 
graphs meet with approbation on the Demo- 
cratic side of the chamber, as do al! parts of the 
message except that relating to the coinage of 
silver. All agreein predicting a very lively dis- 
cussion of both silver and the tariff before the 
close of the present session. 

Among the Representatives the message is 

raised for its thoroughness on both sides of the 

ouse. Even so strong a Republican as Mr. 

McKinley, of Ohio, says frankly, “It is a good 

message.” Mr. Willis, of Kentucky, says he 

would have been better pleased if it could have 
been more explicit in favor of riff revision, 
although he regards it as open to two con- 
structions, and so affording comfort to both 
the friends of tariff reform and the extreme 
protectionists.

Several interesting propositions were brought 
forward in the Senate to-day, among them being 
aresolution by Mr. Morrili calling for the in-

BROWN, 
In view of these statements Mr. Hale proposed 
that the Posimaster-General be instructed to 
furnish the Senate with a list of Maine Post Of- 
ces, the numes of the persons removed, and of 
those appointed who were recommended or in- 
dorsed by Brown. Mr. Hale voted yea on the 
resolution and nobody voted nay, andso it was 
declared adopted.

Gx the first bill day in the House Mr. Belmont 
will istroduce a bill **to authorize the construc- 
tion of & bridge across the Staten Island Sound, 
known as Arthur Kill, and to establish the same 
asa post roas.” The bill isin five sections. It 

rovides that itghall be lawful for the Staten 
Foland Kapid TranuNt Railroad Company of New- 
York and the Baltitsore and New-York Rail- 
road Compszy of New-Jersey to build 
a bridge across tiaten Island Sound at 
or near Elizabeth, Union County, N. J., and 
Northfield, Richmond County, N, Y., for the 
passage of rauroad trains, and to lay on it rail- 
way tracks for the more perfect accommodation 
of any railroads that are or shall be constructed 
to the Sound:at or opposite the point indicated, 
end in case of any legislation concerning any 
alleged obstruction to the free navigation 


of the Sound on account of. the ridge 
the cause may be_ tried before the 
Circuit Court of ‘the United States of 


either of the States in which any portion of the 
obstruction or bridge is situated. All railway 
companies desiring to use the bridge shall be en- 
titled to equal rights and privileges in the pas- 
sage Over it and the approaches to it for a rea- 
sonable compensation to be paid to the owners 
of the-bridge, upon terms and conditions to be 
vonage? by the Secratary of War upon hear- 

ng the allegations and proofs of the parties, 
in case they sball not agree. The bridge is to be 
Divot drawbridge, with a draw over the main 
channel of the Sound. and with spans not less 





than 200 feet in length in the clear on each side 
of the central or pivot pier of the draw. The 
spans are to not less than 80 feet above 
low water mark. The draw is to be opened 
promptly upon reasonable signal, except when 
trains are passing, for the passage of boats 
whose construction will not aamit of their pas- 
sage under the draw when closed. The bridge 
constructed under the act is to be a lawful 
structure and known as a post route, upon 
which no higher charge shall be made for 


transmission of mails, troops, and 
rials of the United States than 
the rate per mile paid for their 


transportation over the railroads or public hich- 
ways leading to it. The United States is to have 
the right of way for postal telegraph’ purposes 
across the bridge. The plans of the bridge, with 
a detailed map of the Sound and the proposed 
site and road to it, exhibiting the 
and currents, shall be submitted 
to the Secretary of War for his approval, 
and until he approves the plan it shall not be 
built. But upon bis approval either or both of 
the companies named may proceed to the erec- 
tion of the bridge in conformity with the ap- 
proved plans. Changes in plans during construc- 
tion shall be subject to the approval of the Sec- 
retary of War.

Mr. Hewitt, it is understood, will in a few days 
introduce a ‘free ship” bill in the House. He 
has authorized the publication of a letter 
written to him on Nov. 24 by Mr. Nathaniel Mc- 
Kay, in which, after declaring that, “as an in- 


dustrial art, shipbuilding in this coun- 
try is dead.” he proposes, in order to 
aid shipbuilding and maintain com- 


merce, first to admit tne vessels of all 
nations to a free register; second, in the event 
of free ships being objectionabie, all material 
entering into the constructionof a vessel, steam 
or sailing craft, allstores and equiments shail 
be admitted tree of duty; third, the Gov- 
ernment should pay shipbuilders a bounty 
of s0 much per gross ton, the bounty 
to be regulated by the difference between 
the cost of labor and material in this coun- 
try and Europe. Then this country would be 
onan equal footing with foreign countries in 
tbe production of ships. Mr. McKay presents 
a tabulated statement, showing that the differ- 
ences in the cost of material per ton and labor 
per day in favor of Europe are avout 100 per 
cent., the prices for comparison being obtained 
from John Elder & Co., of Glasgow,in Septem- 
ber last, and from C. H. Delamater & Co., of 
New-York. He maintains that inthe face of 
these tacts the absurdity is obvious of the 
statement that vessels can be built as cheaply in 
this country as in Great Britain.

Chief Signal Officer Hazen’s management of 
the Weather Bureau islikely to get another over- 
hauling this month. The recent troubles among 
the enlisted men connected with the service 
at Fort Myer have attracted the attention of the 
joint committee of the Senate and House ap- 
pointed to inquire into the workings of the va- 
rious scientific bureaus of the Govern- 
ment, and this committee proposes to begin on 
Saturday next a careful examination of the 
management of the Weather Bureau.

DISCUSSING WAGNER. 








MEMBERS OF THE NINETEENTH CENTURY 
CLUB LISTEN TO A DEBATE. 


The American Art Galleries, at Twenty- 
third-street and Broadway, were packed to suf- 
focation last night by well dressed ladies and 
gentlemen, who crowded into every corner, 
pushed in front of each other, trod on each 
other’s toes, and in a general way manifest- 
ed a burning desire to be in the van- 
guard of intellectual progress. The occasion 
was a meeting of the Nineteenth Cent- 
ury Club, at which the Rev. H. R. Haweis, 


well known in England as a writer and lecturer 
on musical subjects, was to speak on ** Wagner 
and his School,” while Col. J. H. Mapleson was 
to defend Italian opera, and George F. Bristow 
the earlier German music. Before Mr. Haweis 
was introduced the room had become so crowded 
that the President of the club,Courtiandt Paimer, 
informed the ladies and gentlemen that they 
were breaking the law in crowding all the pas- 
sageways, whereupon the ladies and gentlemen 
smiled and went on doing as they had done be- 
fore. The President subsequentiy explained 
that he had not issued any more invitations than 
he had a right to, namely, five. 

Mr. Haweis in his address calied attention 
first to Wagner’s wonderful! use of color in his 
stage pictures, and said that this color was in- 
tended to produce a certain feeling in the audi- 
ence. It was meant t6 get them into a mood 
suitable for the comprehension of the scene. 
Then he said that Wagner was not only a great 
musician, but a great artist, great poet, scene 
shifter, stage manager, and several other things. 
He dwelt at some length on Wagner's use of 
the myths in his operas. Hesaid that Wagner 
found the ordinary characters of the Shake- 
spearean drama too restricted for his use. He 
found something more like what he wanted in 
the works of the Greek dramatists, but their 
gods were avery poor lot, wholly wanting in 
self-sacrifice. Wagner's characters were great 
types of humanity, treated in heroic style. Col. 


Mapleson, in defending Italian opera, said 
that Mr. Haweis had been very  care- 
ful not to speak of Warner’s inusic. The 


Colonel had had some experience with it. He had 
always lost money on it. He was confident that 
public taste in this city would return to Italian 


opera. Mr. Bristow was not present, but the: 


substance of his paper was given. Mr. Bristow 
argued that Wagner had not been able to pro- 
duce such sublime musical effects with simple 
materials as Beethoven had, and therefore was 
not s0 great a musician. After the debate the 
ladies and gentlemen went to a lower room and 
refreshed themselves with sandwiches and cham- 
pagne.

WILLIAM E. ANDERSON. 
William E. Anderson, who died in Brook- 
lyn yesterday at his residence in Keap-street, 
was a settler in that section when Williamsburg 
was but a village, and was active and prominent 
in public affairs for many years.

DALY’S THEATRE. 

The change of bill at Daly’s Theatre last 
evening, the only theatrical event of importanco 
this week, brought. together a distinguished 
audience, and the perfect sympathy existing 
between Mr. Daly’s actors and the frequenters of 
his handsome playhouse was attested once again. 
“A Night Off” was brought forward to supplant 
“The Magistrate,” (which had received 75 rep- 
resentations,) and forthree hours and over re- 
spectable looking old gentlemen and ladies, 
young women and men in fashionaple attire, 
persons of mark in social, literary, and financial 
circles, tittered and giggled and roared over the 
embarrassments of the Babbitt household. Mr. 
Daly’s adaptation of ** The Rape of the Sabines,” 
by the Schontau brothers is the funniest of all 
the popular series of comic dramas produced 
on his stage in late years, excepting, perhaps, 
**7-20-8," to which it bears a close family 
resemblance. The plot is exceedingly ingenious, 


and, though scarcely probable, is developed 
with so much cleverness as to give the impres- 
sion that its diverting incidents are entirely 
natural, while all the characters are so well 
drawn and so like people the spectator 
has seen, or imagines he has seen, in real 
life, that this impression is_ retained 
throughout the most wildly hilarious 
scenes of the lust twoacts of the piece. The 
substance of ‘A Night Off” is essentially farci- 
cal, but its manner is not entirely so; for while 
the chief aim of the authors has been 
to treat the perplexities of the venera- 
ble, misguided Professor and his interest- 
ing relatives in a mirthful way without 
developing any particular moral applicable to 
the every day world, yet there is a slight but 
plainly perceptible undercurrent of genuine 
sentiment in the play, wholly tacking in 
pieces purely farcical, such as *“*The Magis- 
trate,” and there are some strong hits 
at the manifold weaknesses of humanity 
worthy of real comedy. Indeed, the episode 
which treats of the trials of the young phy- 
sician, worried by a romantic wife, distinctly 
belongs to the field of comedy, while the love 
affair between the prodigal young English- 
man and the Professor’s youngest daughter 
gives to the play a flavor of romance just 
strong enough to offset the boisterous transac- 
tions of the peripatetic Thespian, who intrudes 
upon a tranquil home and brings more or less 
misery with him. Thecharacter of old Babbitt 
and his estimable but domineering wife, too, 
are delineated with admirable skill. The 
wife is no vulgar shrew, and the hushand js 
by no means a feeble craven. Mrs. Babnitt 
iu, indeed, a representative of a type of Ameri- 
can womanhood familiar enough in New-Eng- 
land and wherever New-Englanders have set- 
tied; a strict disciplinarian, a careful housewife, 
anda good helpmate withal. Such a piece as 
this, a mixture of farce and comedy, requiring 
in its performance dexterous treatment in 
every part, refinement as well as spirit, 
elegance as well as humor, is exactly suited to 
Mr. Daly’s admirable company. The representa- 
tion last evening was even better, if possibie, 
than the former performance of “A Night 
Off.” The cast was unchanged, Miss Re- 
han again assuming the part of Nishe, 
while Mr. Lewis as the Protessor, Mr. Le- 
genes. as Manager Snap, Mr. Skinner as 
Dr. Damask, Mr. Fisher as the mysterious 
foreigner, Mr. Drew as Jack, Mrs. Gilbert as 
Mrs. Babbitt, Miss Irwin as the sympathetic 
maid servant, and Miss Dreher as Mrs. 
Damask repeated their old triumphs. Mrs. 
Gilbert, who had not been seen before 
this season, was very cordially greeted. Her 
acting was as notable as ever for quiet, 
unconscious drollery and quaintness. Mrs. 
Gilbert seems’ to be fully restored to 
health, for which playgoers should be 
grateful. It is to be hoped that she may 
be spared to our stage for many years to come; 
there is certainly no actress in sight to-day com- 
petent to succeed to her line of characters. Mr. 
Lewis has increased the effectiveness of 
bis portrayal of Babbitt without falling 
into vulgar exaggeration. In “make- 
up,” gesture, and action this is one of 
the popular comedian’s most amusing imper- 
sonations. Nothing could be much funnier 
than his acting in the scene of the mutilated 
greenback or in the extravagant. situa- 
tion at the close of Act III., when Prof. 
Polhemus, of New-York, does stay to tea. Miss 
Rehan, also, has found more materia! in the 
part of Nisbe than it formerly seemed to 
contain. After having borne the dignity 
of an English matron for %% nights, her 
change to the light-hearted, quick-witted, 
impulsive American maiden has all the effect of 
contrast. As usual the deliciously absurd 
fortune-telling scene was one of the happiest 
moments in the performance. Mr. Drew’s grace- 
ful impersonatien of buoyant Jack Mulberry,and 
the capital acting of Miss Irwin as the knowing 
Susan also deserve to be specially noted in this 
account of a representation as free from faults 


as any to be seen on the contemporary stage. 
“A Night Off” is to be on view for a 
short time only. It will add to the 


merriment of the coming holiday season. and 
thereafter will be withdrawn, to be succeeded by 
an elaborate revival of ‘*The Merry Wives,” in 
which, it is now announced, Mr. Fisher will be 
the Falstaff.

METROPOLITAN OPERA HOUSE. 

Last evening’s representation of ‘‘ The 
Prophet” at the Metropolitan Opera House was, 
asto vocal and dramatic impressiveness,the most 
noteworthy offered during the current season. 
It enlisted, as heretofore, the exertions of M. Syl- 
vaand Friiulein Brandt, and its importance was 
further enhanced by the assignment of Bertha to 
Friulein Lehmann, while sundry judicious ex- 
cisions and a change in respect to the tent scene 
made the progress of the entertainment brisker 
than usual. Some people may object, as a 
matter of form, to the smallest “cuts” 
in such master works as ‘The Prophet,” 
but the fact remains that after three hours’ 


attention few auditors are able to dis- 
criminate between good and bad music. Yester- 
day’s rendering of ** The Prophet,”’ however, de- 
rived more interest from the performances of M. 
Sylviaand Friulein Lehmann thanfromthesligkt 
modifications made in the score. The new 
tenor was in admirable condition, and his man- 
agement of a voite of enormous volume, both 
in declamatory and in ornate measures, was 
uite remarkable. His narrative of the 
ream was delivered with great feeling, variety 
of accent, and force, but his strongest effects 
were wrought in the final scene of the same act, 
and especially in the scene before Munster. 
At the last named stage of ‘events M. 
Sylva introduced an Italian cadenza, which 
would scarcely accord with latter day 
theories as to the high mission of 
opera, but which was executed with such mar- 
velous facility, brilliancy, and power that the 
audience had some difficulty in restraining its 
enthusiasm until the end of the act, when 
it recalled the tenor thrice. In the touch- 
ing interview with Fides in the cathe- 
dral, M. Sylva’s acting was on a plane 
with his singing, and, in fine, his whole portrayal 
of John of Leyden may be set down as one of 
the memorable achievements witnessed in recent 
years. Friulein Lehmann’s Bertha, although 
inferior to M. Sylva’s personation in breadth 
and sentiment, demands high praise. It 
Was particularly creditable as a lyric effort, 
and although characterized throughout by a 
seriousness and dignity that were not exactly in 
keeping with the rustic naiveté of the person- 
age, the delineation commended itself to sym- 
pathy by sweetness and tenderness. Vocally, of 
course, Friiulein Lebmann was far in advance 
of Frau Krauss, and her singing in the first act 
and in the duet with Fides just before the cathe- 
dral scene was of a kind that is very seldom 
listened to when German prima donnas oc- 
cupy the stage. The general representation, al- 
though rot without blemishes—these occurring 
‘epee wef in the cathedral secene—left little to 
e wished for: Friulein Brandt was as pains- 
taking and proved as popular as ever in 
the garb of Fides; by the elimination 
of the principal offending anabaptist of 
old, the tedious measures allotted to the 
trio, were at all events inoffensive—save in a 
few bars at the point just referred to—and the 
scenic attire of the opera was as gorgeous and 
accurate as when “ The Prophet” was first pre- 
sented last season. Mr. Waiter Damrosch con- 
ducted, and brought to his task more than 
wonted steadiness and his usual energy.

FAILURES IN BUSINESS.

In the trade 
the liabilities are reported at ahout $20,000, and 
assets $12,000. Mr. Haines has been in business 
here for six years, and John K. Halsey became a 
partner in July, 1882. They claimed a capital of 
about $20,000. 

Katz Brothers, manufacturers of cigars, at 
No. 303 East Forty-fourth-street, are reported 
to have failed, caused, it is said, by unwise 
crediting in the South, They had ‘been in busi- 
ness 16 years. The liabilities are about $10,000. 


FOR PASSING COUNTERFEIT MONEY. 

DAVENPORT, Iowa, Dec. 9.—Within the 
past 10 days three counterfeiters have been ar- 
rested in this city. The first arrests were George 


Haikes and William Norris, about 10 days ago. 
The arrest was made last evening at about 11 
o'clock. The person ‘arrested claims to be L. J. 
Pratt, traveling agent for_a counterfeit de- 
tector, published in New-York. He passed in 
this city two ten-dollar counterfeit greenbacks 
in different places. In his pocketbook was 
found $1,225 in counterfeit money. Pratt denies 
the accusations against him and says #@ isa case 
of mistaken identity. 
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ALDERMEN MAKE A DEAL 


TAMMANY SAID TO HAVE BEEN 
LEFT OUT IN THE COLD. 
AN ALLEGED ALLIANCE BETWEEN THE 
COUNTY DEMOCRATS AND REPUBLIC- 
ANS TO ORGANIZE THE BOARD. 


The politicians were talking yesterday 
about an alliance alleged to have been entered 
into by the County Democracy and the Repub- 
lican members of the next’ Board of Aldermen 
for the purpose of organization, and perhaps for 
running the board during the entire year. 
Neither Tammany nor the County Democracy 
could control the board of itself, and Robert B. 
Nooney, the newly elected President, who is an 
Irving Hall man with Tammany sympathies, 
has made strenuous efforts to have the two 
Democratic factions unite, and thus exclude the 
four Republican members from participation in 
the work of the board. Mr. Nooney has already 
called one caucus of Democratic members which 
was to have been held at the Morton House, 
but which was only attended py himself and the 
eight Tammany members. The County Demo- 
crats remained away and have fought shy of 
any further attempt to induce them to unite 
with their Tammany bretnren. 

In this condition of affairs both the County 
Democrats and the Tammany men have heen 
seeking for Republican support. As the Tam- 
many men have only8 of the 25 members, and 
including President Nooney 9, the votes of all of 
the 4 Republicans would be necessary to in- 
sure an effective combination without the mem- 
bers of the County Democracy, who number 12, 
With only one Republican Alderman, however, 
the County Democracy could organize the board. 
It was said yesterday that the requisite assur- 
ances of Repubiican support of the County De-, 
mocracy programme had been given, and that 
the committees would be formed and the patron- 


age distributed in accordance with a scheme the 
minor points of which are to be devised later, 
The leaders of the County Democracy, and es- 
cially those of them who are interested in get- 
ing railroad grants through the Common Coun- 
cil, found it comparatively ony work to makea 
combination with the Republicans. All of tne 
four Republican Aldermen knew that even if 
they joined the Tammany men.,aided by the Presi- 
dent of the board, the combination so formed 
would not be able to pass any measures over the 
Mayor’s veto. To do that requires 15 votes. As 
the Mavor has consistently vetoed all the objec- 
tionable measures passed by the board, and is 
therefore pledged to do so in the future, and as 
Tammany and Irving Hall need the entire four 
Republican votes to insure to Mr. Nooney 
even the power to organize the board, the 
County Democracy leaders had only to 
get control of one Republican member to 
put an insurmountable obstacie in Tammany’s 
path. The Republican Alderman whom they 
first secured is understood to be ex-¥olice Jus- 
tice Bankson T. Morgan, who represents the 
Seventh Assembly District. After getting Mr. 





Morgan, the County Democrats’ looked 
around and began to experiment upon 
Mr. Van _ Reneselaer. They found that 


gentleman very hard to manage, although 
he is known not to favor any of Tammany’s 
political methods. It was resolved, however, 
that he would not do as well as James A. Cowie, 
of the Thirteenth Assembly District, and Jacob 
Hunsicker, of the Tenth Assembly District, who 
were quietly approached and eagerly accepted 
hospitality under the County Democracy wing. 

With Morgan, Hunsicker, and Cowie in hand, 
and with a loose rein over Mr. Van Rensselaer, 
the County Democracy leaders think they have 
got a mortgage on the next Board of Aldermen. 
They are already arranging for the distribution 
of the choice places on the various committees, 
and have in their mind’s eye distributed all the 
patronage that will be at the disposal of the 
next board. The present clerk of the Common 
Council, Mr. Francis J. Twomey, with his horde 
of political heelers, who are denominated on the 
pay rolls as “clerks,” ‘*assistant clerks,”® or 
**messengers,” will, it is thought, give 
place to some one else, as he was long 
in sympathy with Tammany Hall, and held his 
place because of bis influence with John Kelly. 
While Mr. Twomey is recognized as an expert 
on municipal affairs, it is claimed that his testi- 
mony before the Gibbs investigating committee 
has shown that he bas not always been solicitous 
for the welfare of the city. There is some talk 
of giving his place to a Republican or to an in- 
telligent Democrat, who will see among other 
things that the present demoralized city library 
in the City Hall will be put in proper shape. 
Year after year Mr. Twomey has appointed some 
political heeler to the position of City Librarian, 
and has given him another political heeler as an 
assistant. With reference to the minor patron- 
age of the board it is understood that every one 
of the Republican Aldermen will be permitted 
to select one clerk. 

Regarding the formation of the committees of 
the board no definite decision has been reached, 
although it is said that Mr. Morgan will be the 
Republican member on the Railroad Commit- 
tee, and that Mr. Cowie will represent the Re- 
publicans on the Committee on Public Works. 
Should Alderman Jaehne, who is the Vice- 
President of the present board, decide to forego 
the honor of a re-election to that position, there 
is some talk of electing Mr. Van Rensselaer to 
the place, although it is not known whether 
that gentleman would accept the position. One 
of the most important committees of the board 
is that on Finance, the Chairman of which is ex 
officio a member of the Sinking Fund Commis- 
sion. For this place Aldermen Jaehne and De 
Lacy are mentioned. Alderman Cleary, the 
Chairman of the Railroad Committee in the 
present board, is making efforts to retain the 
position in the next board, and so far there is no 
solid opposition to him. The Chairmanship of 
the Committee on Ferries and Franchises is also 
a bone of contention. 








THE NEW-YORK PRESS CLUB. 





ORGANIZATION OF A NEW BOARD OF 
TRUSTEES. 

The new Board of Trustees of the New- 
York Press Club was organized yesterday by 
the election of Col. John A. Cockerill as Chair- 
man and George F. Lyon as Secretary. The 
meeting was of an agreeable character, and 
pleasant things were said in regard to 
the future welfare of the club by the 
new Treasurer, Thomas C. Delano, and by 
Ashley W. Cole and other new members 
of the board. A resolution empowering the 
Corresponding Secretary to notify members 
of the club through the mails of its regular 
meeting waslaid on the table, on motion of 
President Amos J. Cummings. Mr. Cummings 
carried his point by the statement that it cost 
the club $120 2 year to issue such notices, and 
every member who took an interest in the club 
should be well aware by reading the by-laws that 
regular meetings occur on the first Saturday of 
every month. The expense in sending members 
notices he considered unnecessary, and the 
money employed in that way would be bet- 
ter directed to purposes which might benefit 
the club. A communication complaining of the 
present ventilation of the clubrooms was re- 
ceived. President Cummings stated that the 
matter had not escaped his attention during the 
past year, and he bad become thoroughly cop- 
vinced that a better system of ventilation for 
the rooms was needed. He said he laid the 
matter before the Board of Trustees of last year, 
but his proposition was voted down. President 
Cummings was appointed a Committee of One 
to attend to the matter. Another communica- 
tion was received stating that an old and valued 
member of the club had met with a serious 
accident, which has temporarily disabled him, 
and the board voted an appropriation of money 
sufficient to relieve his immediate necessities,

OPPOSED TO QUAKER BRIDGE DAM. 


ARGUMENTS PRESENTED TO THE AQUEDUCT 
COMMISSIONERS, 

The Aqueduct Commissioners devoted 
several hours yesterday listening to arguments 
why the Quaker Bridge Dam should {not be 
built. Dexter A. Hawkins madea plea against 
the building of thé proposed dam because of 
**the unhealthfulness of the water which would 
be ponéed thereby.” Mr. Hawkins, in support 
of this assertion, presented a circular signed by 
Messrs. O. B. Potter, W. H. Webb, and R. L. 
Darragh urging that, instead of the Quaker 
Bridge Dam; dams should be built at the head- 
waters of the Croton Hiver. 

William W. Bates argued that, owing to “ fis- 
sures and inherent masses of rock” in the lo- 
cality “no perfectly watertight bed could be 
found at the bottom, and no good foundation 
for the dam could be secured.” 

Jobn H. Washburn, representing the Board of 
Fire Underwriters, presented a remonstrance 
against the building of the dam, signed by offi- 
cers of the fire insurance companies. 

After some further discussion it was decided 
to hear the members of the Hygiene Committee 
of the County Medical Society on Dec. 30, and 
between now and next Wednesday, when anoth- 
er meeting will be held, the commission will re- 
Sin any papers that. may be sent them on the 
subject, ; 


THE SEVENTH-AVENUE ROAD, 


To the Stockholders of the Broadway and Seventh- 
Avenue Railroad Company: 

Ihave received a letter under date of 
Deo. 8 inst., signed by C. F. Frothingham, John 
J. James, and W. Howard Gilder, in which they 
ask 13 questions on behalf ot stockholders who 
are said to be dissatisfied with the apparent rela- 
tions between the Broadway and Seventh-Ave- 
nue Railroad Company and the Broadway Sur- 
face Railroad Company. 1 have tried to ascer- 
tain who the alleged dissatisfied stockholders 
are, but withqut success. Mr. Frothingham ap- 
pears on the books of the company as the holder 
of 80 shares and Mr. James as the holder of 40 
shares. Mr. Gilder’s name does not appear at 
all in the list of stockholders, The communica- 
tion of these gentlemen was left at my residence 
late on Tuesday bye and on Wednesday 
morning it appeared at length in nearly all the 
daily papers. Several of the inquiries call for 
my opinion on legal questions, and others 
call for information that is common to the 
public, and is such as it would scarcely be within 
my province as President of the Broadway and 
Seventh-Avenue Railroad Company to attempt 
to give. Nevertheless, inasmuch as the supject 
of the questions has occasioned discussion and 
criticism, I propose to answer the questions 
frankly and especially with a view to making it 
clear to the body ot stockholders that the new 
Broadway connection is one of great importance 
and value to them and to the company, and that 
this attack which has Deen made upon our com- 
pany does not proceed from a purpose to pre- 
serve the property and business of the company, 
but is probably made with a design to injure 
and depreciate its stock. These considerations 
lead me to address my answers to the stockhold- 
ers at large,and not to the three gentlemen 
who style themselves a committee. 

tirst—The second mortgage bonds for $500,- 
000, dated July 1, 1884, were authorized by the 
unanimous vote of the Board of Directors and 
were issued for the purpose of enabling this 
company to enlarve its depot and extend its 
facilities. The necessity for securing to the 
Broadway and Seventh-Avenue Railroad Com- 
pany the use of any railroad that should be con- 
structed in Broadway was always recognized by 
the board as avery urgent one, both because 
the revenue of the company would be increased 
and because the establishment of a rivai and 
hostile company in Broadway would confine 
our route to University-place and would in- 
volve the precties ruin of the property and 
business of our company. 

Second—These bonds were negotiated and the 
proceeds were applied in pursuance of the above 
mentioned purpose. I will state, however, that 
the moneys were expended for proper legal ex- 
penses and for extending the depot and for 
the aed of horses, cara, and other equip- 
ments. 

Third—The Broadway and Seventh-Avenue 
Railroad Company made no contribution and 
furnished no‘security to raise money in aid of 
the undertaking of the Broadway Surface Rail- 
road Company except as aforesaid. 

Fourth—It was not agreed that any part of the 
stock of the Broadway Surface Company should 
be received by the Broadway and Seventh-Ave- 
nue Railroad Company in consideration of its 
part in the Broadway Surface Company’s under- 
taking. The Broadway and Seventh-Avenue 
Railroad Company engaged to guarantee bonds 
of the Broadway Surface Railroad Company, and 
the benefits to be derived from the use of the 
tracksin Broadway were deemed an adequate 
equivalent for such guarantee. The unsub- 
scribed stock of the Broadway Surface Railroad 
Company was issued by that company to Mr. 
Jacob Sharp in pursuance of its acreement with 
him, and Mr. Sharp in pursuance of his own pur- 
pose of securing to the Broadway and Sevepth- 
Avenue Railroad Company the permanent ben- 
efits of its right to use the tracks in Broadway 
transferred to me and to my successors in office 
the said stock, amounting to 9,520 shares, in trust 
to be used in accordance with law for the benefit 
of the Broadway and Seventh-Avenue Railroad 
Company and its stockholders. These shares are 
80 held by me. 

Fifth—The Broadway and Seventh-Avenue 
Railroad Company has contributed no money to 
the Broailway Surface Railroad Company. I 
have no knowledge of its receipt of moneys 
from other sources. 

Sixth—The sixth question is answered in the 
fourth paragraph above. 

Seventh—The present relations existing be- 
tween the companies are contract relations for 
the use of the tracks, and they are to continue 
during the corporate existence of the companies. 

Eighth—Tbe mortgage bonds of the Broadway 
Surface Company were guaranteed by the 
Broadway and Seventh-Avenue Railroad Com- 
pany in consideration of the use of the tracks of 
the former company under the contracts re- 
ferred to. The value of the rights secured by 
the Broadway and Seventh-Avenue Railroad 
Company is such as to render the contract a 
most advantageous one to our company. Before 
the connection with the railroad in Broadway 
was assured our stock was aypted at about 150. 
It now commands nearly 300. At the recent 
meeting of the board the quarterly dividend was 
increased to 3 per cent. 

Ninth—The lease mentioned in the notice given 
for the stockholders’ meeting was never ratified 
or completed. It was deemed inadvisable by the 
counsel of the company to hold the meeting 
proposed to be held on July 28. 

Tenth—The Broadway and Seventh-Avenue 
Railroad Company has only the interest in the 
Broadway Surface Railroad Company that has 
been hereinbefore stated. 

Kleventh—The Directors of the Broadway and 
Seventh-Avenue Railroad Company are not per- 
sonally interested in the Broadway Surface 
Company. 

iwelfth—I know of but one Director of the 
Broadway and Seventh-Avenue Railroad Com- 
pany who is interested in the Twenty-third- 
Street Railway Company, and I do not know to 
what extent. 

Lhirteenth—Two of our Directors are in- 
terested in the Bleecker-Street and Fulton Ferry 
Railroad Company, but I do not know to what 
extent.

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THE COMMITTEE IN DOUBT 
SENATORS FIGHT SHY OF THE 

BROADWAY STREET RAILROAD, 
fHE GIBBS COMMITTEE NOT UNANIMOUSLY 

YN FAVOR OF LOOKING INTO JACOB 
SHARP’S METHODS AND ACTS. 

The crowd of local politicians that filled 
the quarters of the Senate investigating com- 
mittee, in the Morton House, yesterday, paid 
very little attention to the testimony offered 
there. A prosy, semi-official explanation of the 
figures pumped out of the Public Works De- 
partment by the Commissioners of Accounts 
nad no charms for their anxious ears, They 
bobbed in and out all day, buttonholing every- 
pody who would he at all likely to know any- 
thing about it to try and ascertain whether or 
pot the Senators meant to satisfy the public de- 
mand for an investigation of the tactics by 
which * Jake” Sharp got his Broadway Railroad 
franchise. 

It was very evident that a majority of the 
committee, despite sundry statements madein 
ageneral way that they were in favor of going 
into the inquiry, wished in their political hearts 
that the whole affair was at the bottom of the 
Geep sea. Senator Comstock was the only man 
unequivocally in favor of athorough investi- 
zation. Senator Gibbs said that he notified 
svery member of the committee that the advisa- 


bility of going into the matter would be dis- 
cussed at an executive session yesterday after- 
noon, When the set time came for calling the 
executive session Senator Daly was not to be 
found The other Senators waited for him. He 
came late, and explained that a hard cold had 
prevented bim from attending the morning 
session of the committee. The other Senators 
went up to the room where the executive ses- 
sions of the committee are usually held. When 
they were seated around the table Senator Daly 
wasgoneagain. Lawyer Miller and Senator Com- 
stock both said that they bad told Senator Daly 
not five minutes previously that there would be 
an executive session. It was said that he was un- 
welland had probably gone home again. The 
remark was madethat if the Senator was well 
enough to get out of doors in the rain and reach 
the Morton House it would not have put him in 
any very great danger to have remained through 
a brief executive session. 

It was difficult to get at precisely what wis said 
in the committee room, but some one suggested 
that, as Senator Daly had expressed his willing- 
ness to go intothe Broadway Railroad inquiry, 
the other four Senators might as well take a 
vote. Tammany Senator Plunkitt objected 
strongly to any such course, It was an impor- 
tant step to take, he said, and he wanted Senator 
Daly present when the committee voted upon 
it. Every man should be there to go upon rec- 
ord. Senator Comstock made a speech, giving 
cogent reasons why the committee should go 
iato the inquiry very thoroughly, and de- 
eclaring himself very sincerely 1n tavor of so 
doing. It is a matter of common rumor, he 
urged, that the valuable franchise had been ob- 
tained through crookedness at a great sacrifice 
ot the people's interests. If the committee 
tound this to be the case they should do all in 
their power to have the franchise revoked, and 
see that next time it got into the hands of men 
who were willing to compete for it fairly and 
pay for it honestly. The time of the committee 
was getting short, the Senator urged, and there 
was necessity for haste in any action that might 
be taken. 

Senator McCarthy was the only member of the 
committee who spokein flat-footea opposition 
to beginning the investigation. His principal 
reason was that he did not want to besmirch 
the reputations of any more people. The com- 
mittee had work enough on their hands now to 
keep them busy until their powers expired. 
Senator Gibbs said in the committee room, and 
he also tolda Times reporter during the day, 
that he was in favor of going into the investiga- 
tion, but it was plainly evident that in reality 
he was not anxious todoso. In talking about 
it he gave no indication of the readiness and 
push which he has displayed when other sub- 
jects of investigation in the various city depart- 
ments were proposed to him. Lawyer Miller made 
a special request of Senator Gibbs thatif the 
matter was inquired into he should beallowed to 
subpoena witnesses without first notitying the 
committee, the same as he did when exposing 
the gambling houses before the Roosevelt com- 
mittee. By this plan there would be no possi- 
bility of witnesses being notified in time to cook 
up testimony. Mr. Miller said yesterday that 
Senator Gibbs had not expressed to him _ per- 
soually any opposition to this plan, but a TIMES 
reporter was informed that Senator Gibbs had 
informed some of his associates on the commit- 
tee that he should not agree to witnesses being 
subpcenaed unless he knew beforehand who 
they were. Mr. Miller said, again, yesterday 
that he was doing all he could to get the com- 
mittee to go into the inauiry, and that Senator 
Comstock was just as heartily in favor of it as he 
was. The committee will make another effort 
to-day to bring the matter up in executive ses- 
2ion. 

Senator Daly was met by a TIMES reporter on 
Broadway three minutesafter he left the Morton 
House. “I was unwell this morning,” he said, 
**and I did not get up until noon. I went to the 
Morton House to attend an executive session, 
but there was no executive session, so I am go- 
ing home to doctor my cold.” 

* Are you in tavor of the committee going into 
the Broadway Railroad question ?” 

“Oh, yes, lamin favor of it,’? answered the 
Senator. 

D. L. Smith, Deputy Commissioner of Public 
Works, was before the committee again yester- 
day, and among other matters was questioned 
about dispensing the patronage in his depart- 
tment. Hesaid that prior to three months ago 
he made all appointments without going tothe 
Commissioner for his approval. Since then the 
Commissioner had given orders that all appoint- 
ments must come to himforapproval. Still, the 
witness admitted, he had substantial control of 
the patronage. 

**Was there ever any arrangement made that 
you sbould have control of it?” asked Senator 
Comstock. 

* No arrangement was made with me,” said the 
witness. The Senator’s attempts to pin the wit- 
ness down to anything Jike an explicit state- 
ment caused considerabie quibbling, until 
Senator Gibbs put this blunt question: 

“Was there not an understanding when you 
were appointed Deputy Commissioner Jast Jan- 
uary that you—and not Commissioner Squire— 
sbould make the appointments? Were you not 
put there by Hubert O. Thompson for that pur- 
pose f 

“I ¢an’t say what I was put there for,” said 
the witness. ‘* All I knew about the reasons for 
my appointment I saw in the newspapers. I 
made all appointments regardless of Hubert O. 
Thompson and without consulting him.” 

“Did you know that you were indebted to Mr. 
fhompson for your appointment?” 

**No, I did not.” 

“ Didn’t you think it strange,” asked Senator 
Somstock, *“*thatas a Deputy you should have 
exclusive control of the patronage of a Jarge de- 
partment without consulting your chief?” 

“No, I did not think much about it. I suppose 
oe thought I was more familiar with the depart- 
ment than he was.”’ 

Mr. Smith said in continuing that the names 
of the departn.ent laborers appointed were sent 
tobim. He knew nothing of them personaily. 
The places were distributed, so faras possible, 
among the vurious Assembly districts. Some- 
times, when incompetent men were discharged, 
the politicians came in and kicked. He had seen 
Senator Gibbs there. 

* Oh, yes,” said the wicked Senator, “I admit 

that I have had my share of the patronaze. 
They were all good men too.” 
George W. Birdsall, Chief Engineer of the 
Croton Aqueduct Bureau, testified at some 
lencth about routine matters in putting in water 
meters and in collecting water rents. It ap- 
peared that in the estimates for next year $71,900 
was asked for to pay inspectors. In addition 
ancther $100,000 was wanted to pay extra in- 
spectors to find out something about the enor- 
mous waste of water. This made a total of $171,- 
300 tor inspectors’ salaries, or about 9 per cent. 
of the city’s total income from water supply. 
The committee sits again to-day.

THE NEW-YORK BOARD OF TRADE AND 
THE SILVER QUESTION. 

Capt. Ambrose Snow presided at a meet- 
ing of the Board of Trade and Transportation 
yesterday whose object wasto draw up an ad- 
dress to the National Board of Trade for consid- 
eration at the annual meeting of that body next 
month. Many of the most prominent members 
of the local organization Were present, includ- 
ing James H. Seymour, F. B. Thurber, John C. 
Cook, L. Bradford Prince, G. Waldo Smith, Dor- 
man T. Warren, E. P. Martin, and Ferdinand P. 
Earle. The recommendations to the National 


Board are in favor of a national bankruptcy law; 
the regulation by Congress of inter-State com- 
merce; the abolition of certification of invoices 
by United States Consuls; the *‘adoption of the 
same methods pursued by our competitors” to 
help home shipping interests; an extension of the 
Presidential term to six years and making a re- 
election impossible; giving power to the Presi- 
dent to veto separate items in an annual appro- 
priation bill; the abolition of the internal reve- 
nue tax upon alcohol used in the arts and manu- 
factures; the allowance of return duties on im- 
ported materials used in the manufacture of 
goods for export; theabolition of taxes on com- 
mercial travelers; a reciprocity treaty with Can- 
ada and Mexico which shall be truly reciprocal 
in its provisions; the amendment of the United 
States bonded warchouse act so as to permit 
imported dutiable goods to remain in bond, ex- 
cept in the case of green fruit and other perish- 
able commodities, without payment of duties 
till withdrawal entry is made for consumption, 
abolishing the limit of three years as now fixed 
hed law; the creation of a postal telegraph sys- 
om. 

The thanks of the board were voted to Presi- 
dent Cleveland for his stand on the subject of 
standard dollar coinage, and the following reso- 
lution was adopted: 

Resolved, That the compulsory coinage of the stand- 
ard silver dollar should be suspended, and that the 
coinage of silver dollars be resumed Only when de- 
manded by the general interests of the country, or 
when silver shall be restored us good money through 
its interchangeability and equality with gold before 
the law among the leading commercial nations. 

Many members of the board spoke at length 
in support of the principles of the resolution. 
A special committee, consisting of A. B. Miller, 
JonnC. Cook, G. Waldo Smith, Ethan Allen 
Doty, and George L. Pease, presented an elab- 
orate report on the ap aia declaring that 
“should the coinage of silver dollars now be 
suspended the apprehension in regard tothe 
question among the people would probably 
cease and the silver dollars already coined would 
float at par, and without question, under the 
same conditions be interchangeable with gold. 
But this is not the final solution of the probiem. 
It only opens the door toa way out and makes 
possible an international agreement under 
which the two metals, gold and silver, may have 
a free coinage upon a fixed ratio of value.” 

The committee says further: ** The gold dollar 
is good throughout the worid; the silver dollar 
is good in the United States because of its legal 
tender quality. The gold flows into few hands 
and is hoarded orexported; then gold is said to 
be scarce. The fact that the Govérnment was 
recentiy compelled to enter into an agreement 
with the New-York banks to procure a supply 
of gold to meet its obligations undoubtedly 
proves both these statements. Adaitional proof 
was recently furnished by x prominent merchant 
and manufacturer of this city, who stated in 
these rooms that he then had $400,000 in gold 
lying in a vault on Broadway, ‘drawing no 
interest, but waiting for something to turn up.’ 
Had the gold required for the use of the Govern- 
ment not been obtained through the aid of the 
banks, it doubtlees would have resulted in pla- 
cing gold ata premium, thereby retiring it from 
circulation and causing the depreciated silver 
doliar to become the standard of value in the 
United States.”’ 

At 1 o’clock this afternoon the Chamber of 
Commerce will hold a special meeting to con- 
sider what action to take in support of the Pres- 
ident’s recommendation to Congress in regard to 
the repeal of the law providing for the coinage 
of standard silver dollars. An effort will be 
made to secure a largeattendance. Many of the 
best known men in New-York commercial affairs 
are expected to speak.

OFF FOR’ PARIS. 





PASTEUR’S NEW PATIENTS TAKE PASSAGE 
IN THE FRENCH STEAMER CANADA, 

The French steamship Canada sailed for 
Havre early yesterday morning, having on board 
four of the six children who were bitten bya 
mad dog in Newark on Dec. 2. The children 
went on board the Canada Tuesday afternoon, 
and were placed in their berths in the “reserve 
hospital’”” on the port side under the main 


deck. Little Eddie Ryan fell asleep soon after 
his mother had placed himin his berth. The 
Lane and Reynolds boys were more impressed 
with the strangeness of their surroundings, and 
lay awake tor some time. Young Fitzecerald, 
whose wound had not yet healed, seemed quite 
nervous. The boys arose at daylight yesterday 
morning, but, as the air was misty and drops of 
rain were occasionally falling, they were not 
allowed to goon deck. The first of a series of 
genuine French breakfasts, they were told, 
tea be given them as soon as the ship left the 
ock. 

Dr. Frank S. Billings, the young physician 
who wi!) accompany the children, did not ap- 
prehend, he said, that either of the four cases 
would develop into hydrophobia during the 
voyage. He thought that the children would be 
under the treatment of Pasteur by Dec.19. He 
had strong hopes that the operations would 
prove successful in each case. He intended to 
watch the cases closely. Shortly after the 
children were dressed Mr. Ryan, accompanied 
by Mr. and Mrs. Reynolds, the father of young 
Patrick, made their appearance. They were 
soon hurried ashore, however, .and the 
gangplank was removed. The children did 
not venture on deck.as the steamer backed 
out into the stream, but Mrs. Ryan, who will ac- 
company her little boy to Paris, went to the rail- 
ing and waved a farewell to her husband. Mrs. 
Reynolds, with tears in her eyes, was among the 
tew persons who stood on the dock and watched 
the departing steamer until it was lost in the 
mist. The Rev. Pére Leccia, a French clergy- 
man, who was one of the passengers, promised 
to do all that he could for the children during 
the voyage. Among the other passengers of the 
Canada were the Marquis de Mores, the Baroness 
de Renthe!, Enrique Perez, Walter F. Sykes, and 
Albert Simon. 


SWEPT BY HEAVY GALES, 








THE .NORWEGIAN BARK NORA ABANDONED 
AND SET ON FIRE AT SKA. 

The ship Coringa, Capt. Gibson, which 
arrived yesterday from London, brought the 
crew of the Norwegian bark Nora, which was 
abandoned in a waterlogged condition on Nov. 
17 in latitude 48° 57’ and longitude 33° 20’. Capt. 
Hansen, of the Nora, reports that he sailed from 
Quebec for London with a cargo of deals on 


Oct. 19 anda crew of 18men. Severe gales from 
the northwest and southwest were experienced 
during the voyage. The vessel labored heavily 
and sprung a leak which, however, was kept 
under control since Nov. 17, when the Coringa 
was discovered to the southward. There was 7 
teet of water in the hold of the Nora, and it was 
decided to abandon her. The crew was trans- 
ferred, after much difficulty, to the Corfnga, 
after which the abandoned vessel was set on 
tire. The shipwrecked seamen were treated with 
great kindness on board the Coringa, They ap- 
plied for aid yesterday to the Norwegian Con- 
sul, who will send them to their homes. 

Capt. Weley, of the schooner Relief, which 
arrived yesterday from Jacksonville, reports 
having encountered aseries of heavy gales dur- 
ing the voyage. Two seamen were washed over- 
board by a heavy wave which nearly swamped 
the schooner. Capt. Helbrook, of the schooner 
E. A. Werner, which arrived yesterday from 
Baracoa, reports that the voyage occupied 24 
days, 16 of which were passed to the northward 
of Hatteras. The supply of provisions ran out 
and during the last four days of the voyage the 
men were obliged to live entirely on cocoanuts 
taken from the cargo. 


THE GARRETT DINNER POSTPONED. 

The dinner which was to have been 
given by Mr. Erastus Wiman to Robert Garrett 
at the Pavilion Hotel, New-Brighton, this even- 
ing, has been postponed on account of the death 
of Mr. Vanderbilt to Wednesday evening next. 
Mr. Wiman had a conference with Mr. Garrett 
on the subject yesterday morning at which this 
decision was reached. ‘*The postponement,” 
said Mr. Wiman, “is made in deference to the 
universal sentiment of regret at Mr. Vander- 
bilt’s death, which is especially marked on 
Staten Island, where he was for so longa time a 
public-spirited resident. Mr. Garrett, too, was 
with him when he died, and they were talking of 
the very event which the dinner is given to 
celebrate. It would hardly be proper that Mr. 
Garrett, the last man to speak to Mr. Vander- 
bilt, should sit Gown to a banquet in hisown 
honor while the body of Mr. Vanderbilt was sti)l 
awaiting burial. I have telegraphed to George 
William Curtis and. the other distinguished 
speakers who were to have been present to- 
morrow night, and have received answers from 
most of them, stating that the new date will suit 
their engagements, and ishall hold as good all 
the acceptances to invitations, unless I hear to 
the contrary.”

STRONG EVIDENCE AGAINST ARMSTRONG 
ADMITTED BY THE COURT. 


The lawyers in the murder trial of 
Thomas J. Armstrong, the Brooklyn boy who 
shot his stepfather, Alvert R, Herrick, on Aug. 
10, were about settling to yesterday’s work 
when the stout figure of a woman, her face 
shrouded by aheavy veil, stepped within the 
rail and hurried to the prisoner’s side. She 
caught the youthful prisoner in her arms, and 
throwing back her veil, put her lips to his and 
kissed him again and again, still holding himin 
close embrace. She was the prisoner’s mother, 


and the widow of the murdered man. The court 
room vas reverently quiet during this touch- 
ing scene; and when it ended there were tears 
on the widow’s cheéks, and the prisoner's eyes 
were brim full. A chair was brought for her 
next to Armstrong. She sat there all day. 

The argument that occupied the counsel dur- 
ing the greater part of the afternoon session of 
Tuesday over the admissibility of the words 
“murder, burglars, ,help,”” which Herrick 
uttered soon after the shooting, and which 
were his only words, was resumed yester- 
day morning with vigor. Assistant Dis- 
trict Attorney Jenks and Gen. Tracy sub- 
mitted authorities, precedents, and their own 
pleas pro and con, the purpose of tne prosecu- 
tion being to break down, by the admission of 
these words in evidence, the plea of self-defense 
which Armstrorg willset up. The defense nat- 
urally omitted nothing that could be advanced 
for the exclusion of testimony tending to show 
that Herrick did not know that Armstrong shot 
him. When Judge Moore decided to admit 
the testimony, Armstrong’s lawyers showed that 
they telt the gravity of this first serious re- 
eg Armstrong could not hide his chagrin. 

rs. Franke, the druggist’s wife, who saw Her- 
rick stagger out of his basement door, testified 
to having beard him utter the words ** Murder! 
Burglars! Help!’ The defense rendered eurlier 
objections, and excepted so strenuously as to 
convey the impression that should the case go to 
a higher court argument for a new trial will be 
pressed chiefly on the ground that such words 
uttered in their client’s absence cannot properly 
constitute part of the res geste. On cross-ex- 
amination, Mrs. 
alarmed the police she did not know Herrick 
was shot, but supposed he was suffering from 
hemorrhage. Mrs. Fanny Johnson heard Her- 
rick say ‘** Murder!” 

Sergt. McNamara was on duty at Herrick’s 
house after the murder. In searching the upper 
bedroom he found a piece of paper behind the 
clock. It bore no date and read as follows: 

DEAR FATHER: Forgive me for staying out these 
last two nights. Father, when you read this don’t 


y. 
not so very bad, father. I wish I.could die a quiet 
death. Givemy love to mother, and good-bye. TOM. 

The relevancy of this note appeared later inthe 
day. when the statement made by Armstrong 
to the police was put in evidence. In this state- 
ment Armstrong called himself Herrick. The 
statement was made to Inspector Mackellar, 
who was Acting Superintendent of Police. It 
was as follows: 

{, Thomas J. Herrick, do voluntarily, without 
threats, coercion, or promise of favor or non-prosecu- 
tion, and of my own free will, and at my own instance, 
make the following statement as to the circumstances 
of the shooting of A. K. Lerrick, of No. 339 Pearl- 
street, on the afternoon of August 10, 1885: I was up 
stairs writing a note of apology for thetrouble 1 had 
caused him (my father.) When he returned tu the 
house, he greeted me by saying, “ You ———, whut 
are you doing here?” He then came for me, calling me 
names. I took the pistol from the chair and ran down 
into the cellar, he following me intothe corner, where 
he attacked me. Ithen drew the pistoi, shot at him, 
and ran up stairs and toward the back door, and shot 
again three times. Threwthe pistol overboard at the 
foot of Hudson-avenue. THOMAS J. HERRICK. 


lt was not explained at yesterday’s session 
how the note of apology came to be behind a 
clock, or, indeed, that this was the note to which 
Armstrong’s so-called confession referred. At 
the afternoon session of the court, Sergt. Mc- 
Namara being still on the stand, it appearea 
that before the formal confession Armstrong 
had admitted the shooting to the Sergeant in the 
cell corridor at the station house. Before that, 
he had held out in talking with the Sergeant, 
with Inspector Mackellar, and with the detect- 
ives whe were on the case, that he had been at 
Prospect Park at the time of the shooting, and 
then had gone straight to his aunt’s at Ho- 
boken. 

Clarence McCormick, a boy. testified to finding 
the pistol Armstrong used. It was in the river 
at the foot of Hudson-avenue. The boy found 
it while’ inswimming. It was a five-barrel 32- 
cahbre Smith & Wesson. There were empty 
cartridges in four of the chambers. The case 
for the defense will begin to-day. 





A TENOR’S BIG DEMAND. 





SIGNOR TOBIA BERTINI SUES COL J. H. 
MAPLESON FOR $50,000 DAMAGES, 

Col. James H. Mapleson yesterday morn- 
ing walked nonchalantly into the branch of the 
Court of Common Pleas presided over by Judge 
Larremore. He was to answer a suit for $50,000 
damages brought against him by Signor Tobia 
Bertini, whom he engaged as his primo tenor as- 
soluto for the season of 1883-4, but whom he dis- 
charged on Oct. 27, 1883, after Bertini had sung 
once in “ Rigoletto.” It is asserted by Ber- 
tini that by discharging him Col. Mapleson 


* maliciously and willfully” broke nis contract 
with him. Under that contract Bertini was en- 
titled to $3,000 a month. Col. Mapleson denies 
the charge of malice, and declares that the con- 
tract. was made void by Bertini’s own incom- 
petency. He makesa counter-ciaim for $2,000 
advanced to the singer. Bertini went tofurope 
soon after his discharge and has not returned 


to personally press nis suit. Lorenzo Ulio 
appeared for him yesterday and. as 
his first witness, called Col. Mapleson 


who admitted that he had engaged Bertini an 

had brought him here; that Bertini bad 
sungin “ Rigoletto,” and had offered to con- 
tinue to sing. Pierro Velle testified that he 
had heard Bertini in Palermo sing the tenor 
assaluto part in ‘“*Rigoletto.”’ Letters were 
then putin evidence which passed between Col. 
Mapleson and Bertini. The first of the series 
was Bertini’s dismissal by Col. Mapleson. The 
rest of the correspondence contained a request 
by Bertini of an cpportunity to appear in 
“Travii:ta”’ on the following Monday for 
the purpose of vindicating himself before 
the public and a denial by Mapleson, for the 
reason that there was not time to ascertain the 
exact state of the tenor’s voice. In all the let- 
ters great good will toward one another was ex- 
pressed by the writers. When they had been 
read Col. Mapleson again took the witness 
stand and described the nature of Bellini’s fail- 
ure. Bellini’s voice, he said, broke down on all 
high notes and subjected him to the ridicule of 
the audience. Col. Mapieson denied that he had 
acted maliciously toward Bertini. For the 
reason that no malice had been proved, although 
the action was one in tort, his counsel, Haley 
Fiske, moved for the dismissal of the complaint. 
Judge Larremore reserved his decisloa, 





ABUSED BY HER STEPFATHER. 
Genevieve Simpson, a pretty and modest 
girl, 16 years old, eutered the Jefferson Market 
Police Court vesterday with her left eye black- 
ened and swollen and asevere burn across her 
right cheek. She said that these injuries had been 


inflicted by her stepfather, Michael Gallagher, 
with whom she was living at No. 166 Varick- 
street. Heis a brawny fellow employed as a 
laborer at the freight depot in St. John’s Park. 
The girl’s father diead nine years ago, and 
her mother married again soon afterward. 
Genevieve was sent to the Convent of 
St. Paul, in Brooklyn, and remained 
there until the 5th ult., when she returned 
home.

TEACHERS’ SALARIES.

SCHOOL COMMISSIONER HOLT’S PLAN OF 
EQUALIZATION ADOPTED. 

After a great deal of skirmishing and 
several pitched battles Commissioner Holt’s 
plan for the equalization of the salaries of 
teachers in the public schools was adopted 
by the Board of Education last evening, bya 
voteof 12 to4. The motion to amend the by- 
laws by its adoption was hotly discussed for 
more than two hours. The discussion was 
opened by Commissioner Perkins, who said that 
by the present mode of paying school teachers 
582 different salaries are paid for 40 different 
kinds of services. He proposed to pay 46 differ- 
ent salaries for 40 different kinds of services, so 
that the teachers of acertain grade should re- 
ceive equal salaries, no matter where located, 
He was opposed to the plan proposed. Commis- 
sioner Crary was also opposed to the plan, 
which if adopted woul increase expenses 
psa He was in favor of letting well enough 
alone. . 

Commissioner Holt said that he had intended 
to let the measure win or ‘ose on the strength of 
the reports of the Teachers’ and By-laws Com- 
mittees, but in view of the statements made in 
opposition to it he thoughtafew words might 
not be unnecessary. He considered Commis- 
sioner Crary a pioneer in matters relating to 
salaries, and generally followed him at a respect- 
ful distance, but in this case he considered his 
plan a little better than any measure suggested 
by Mr. Crary. Referring to a statement made 
by Commissioner Perkins that old teachers 
would lose money if the new plan were adopted 
Mr. Holt said: “On this point of longevity 
there must be a mistuke in the figures given in 
the report. Even if many of the teachers be- 
gan at 18 they could scarcely have been in the 
harness 8o long as this report states. In School 
No. 1 the first assistant has been in serv- 
ice 25 years. Her present salary is $864. 
We propose to make it .056. In School 
No. 44 the first assistant has taught for 23 years. 
Her salary is $873. We propose to increase it to 
$1,056. The first assistant in School No. 24 has 
taught for 83 years. Her salary is $849. We 
want it to be $1,056. The first assistant in 
School No. 2 bas seved 29 years. Her salary is 
$767. We propose to make it $1.056. In School 
No. 37 the salary of the first assistant, who has 
taucht for 24 ae. is $1,075. We propose to re- 
duce it $19, which will make it $1,056. Outof 40 
first assistants in female grammar schools 23 get. 


anadvance of $2,176 and 13 are reduced $407. In ! 


1884 the average salary of first assistants was 
$1,084; in -1885 it was $997. You cannot pay a 
first assistant in one school $370 more than the 
first assistant in anotber school without paying 
the under teachers less. It the Trustees paid it 
out of their own pockets it would be all right. 
If they paid it out of the treasury it would not 
be so bad, but it should not come out of the 
under teachers. There snouid be no favored 
teachers. It was only after $75,000 was set aside 
that the committee agreed on this plan.” 
Commissioner Perkins offered, if the Chairman 
would allow him to talk till midnight, to bury 
Commissioner Holt’s plan so deep that “it 
would not be woke by Gabriel’s last solo.” He 
was not given the opportunity. Commissioners 
Crary, Perkins, Schmitt, and Traub voted 
against the adoption of the plan. It was car- 
ried by the votes of Commissioners Bell; Craw- 
ford, Devoe, Gallaway, Holt, Pomeroy, Schwab, 
Seligman, Welch, Wetmore, Wood, and Chair- 
man Stephen A. Walker. The new plan will go 
into operation on Jan. 1, 1886, if the Board of 
Apportionment ratifies the provisional increase 
of $50,000 it has allowed the Board of Education.
